PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE ARMY UNIFORM. 


Radical changes in the uniform of the American Army 
officer and the enlisted man are provided for in a plan 
now under consideration at general headquarters of the 
American Expeditionary Force, to be submitted later to 
the War Department, according to the Stars and Stripes 
of Sept. 27. An Army board which has been conferring 
with tailor experts has had the subject before it for 
several weeks. If the changes are finally adopted the 
uniform will show these differences: 

Brass buttons wherever bronze ones are now used. 
This change is considered necessary because of the 
growing difficulty in obtaining bronze in the quantity 
needed for the Army. 

Patches of colored cloth sewn on the collars of all 
blouses and overcoats to show branch of Service. Em- 
broidered regimental numerals placed on the patches of 
color. 

Black visored caps for officers and enlisted men. The 
officer’s cap will be similar in lines to the present one, 
but the crown will bé higher at the front and lower at 
the back. A broad colored stripe of color will show the 
branch of Service. 

Gold stripes paralleling the service stripe will show 
rank—a single stripe for a second lieutenant, two for 
a first lieutenant, three for a captain, four for a major, 
four gold ones with a silver stripe in the center for a 
lieutenant colonel. Five gold stripes for a colonel. 
Higher ranks will have ether distinctive markings. A 
gold eagle will be mounted over the visor on all officers’ 
caps, much in the position of the ornament on the pres- 
ent cap. 

The enlisted man’s cap will have a black visor and 
black band, with a single stripe of color at the top of 
band to show branch of Service. It also will have an 
ornament in position corresponding to the one on an 
officer’s cap. 

The officer’s blouse, to be worn with Sam Browne 
belt, will be longer than at present and very roomy be- 
low the waist, which will be form fitting with an in- 
seamed belt. The coat skirt will have a long vent at the 
rear. The flaring effect will be pronounced all around. 
The breast pockets will have pleats. The lower pockets 
will be cut in, only the flap marking where the pocket is, 
and they will have an inside-bellows effect, giving great 
carrying room but preserving an unruffied coat front. 
The present sleeve braid will become a sort of cuff, 
having an angle with piping in color of branch of Service. 

The great coat for officers will have a convertible 
collar, to be worn either roll down or buttoned up under 
the chin, with the new color patches on each side. It 
will be double-breasted and have two rows of large, 
composition buttons. 

The blouse for enlisted men will be longer than at 
present, and cut so that there will be no gap at the bot- 
tom when it is buttoned. It also will have color patches. 
Pocket seams will not show on the outside, only the 
flaps marking the position of the pockets. The lower 
pockets will be bellowed inside, as in the officer’s blouse, 
to give a maximum carrying capacity without bulging 
the coat front. 

The enlisted man’s overcoat will be single-breasted, 
with one row of brass buttors, the pockets at the sides 
running at an angle. The collar will be similar to the 
collar of an ordinary raincoat, and fit closely at the neck. 
It also will bear the color patches. 

In addition to the question of general uniform 
changes, the board may recommend changes in officers’ 
insignia, chevrons for non-commissioned officers and 
service chevrons. Samples of the new non-commissioned 
officers’ chevrons are radically different from those now 
worn. They are much larger and wider and curved to 
a point. On the coat sleeve they look like the markings 
of a coast line on a map, the edges of each stripe being 
black. It is also proposed that service chevrons be much 
smaller and of dark or olive gray cord-like material. 
Also that they be on the upper instead of the lower half 
of the left sleeve.

Troop TRANSPORT SINKS AT HER Dock. 

The troop transport America, of 22,622 gross tons, 
formerly the Amerika of the Hamburg-American Steam- 
ship Line, one of the interned German ships taken over 
by the United States Government. when war was de- 
clared, which sank at her pier at Hoboken, N.J., at 
4:45 o’clock on the morning of Oct. 15, is still par- 
tially under water. The vessel is resting on an even 
keel and a wrecking crew is working on her. There 
were 300 troops aboard at the time in addition to the 
regular crew. The ship was coaling at the time she 
sank, all the coal except twenty-five tons having been 
placed aboard. A court of inquiry has been making an 
investigation.

GENERAL HAIG PRAISES AMERICAN TROOPS. 

The 27th and 30th Divisions, U.S.A., operating with 
the 4th British army have received special praise from 
Field Marshal Haig in an official statement given out 
in France on Oct. 19. This statement said: 


oO” 


“In the course of the last three weeks the 27th and 
30th Divisions of the 2d American Corps, operating 
with the 4th British army, have taken part with great 
gallantry and success in three major offensive opera- 
tions, besides being engaged in a nurhber of lesser at- 
tacks. In the course of this fighting they displayed 
soldierly qualities of a high order and have materially 
assisted in the success of our attacks. 

“Having fought with the utmost dash and bravery 
in the great attack of Sept. 29, in which the Hinden- 
burg line was broken, and having on this occasion cap- 
tured the villages of Bellicourt and Nauroy, with a large 
number of prisoners on Oct. 8 the troops of the 2d 
American Army Corps again attacked in the neighbor- 
hood of Montbrehain. 

“In three days of successful fighting they completed 
an advance of ten miles from Montbrehain to St. 
Souplet, overcoming determined resistance and capturing 
several strongly defended villages and woods. Through- 
out the last three days the two American divisions have 
again attacked daily and on each occasion with complete 
success, though the enemy’s resistance was most obsti- 
nate. 

“Fighting their way forward from St. Souplet to the 
high ground west of the Sambre Canal, they have broken 
the enemy's resistance at all points, beating off many 
counter-attacks and realizing an advance of nearly five 
niles. Over 5,000 prisoners and many guns have been 
taken by the two American divisions in th e several 
operations.” 





The 27th Division is composed of former New York 
National Guardsmen and was in camp at Spartanburg, 
S.C., under command of Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan. 
Whether he was in command during the fighting referred 
to by General Haig is not known at present, but it is pre- 
sumed he was.

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THE MOTOR TRANSPORT CORPS. 


The Motor Transport Corps, now that it has been 
placed under the command of a general officer by the 
promotion of Col. Charles B. Drake to be a brigadier 
general, is going ahead with its great program with 
increased speed. General Drake has been chief officer 
of the corps- since it was established last August and 
Brig. Gen. M. L.° Walker is in command of the corps 
with the American Expeditionary Force. The program 
of the corps is an extensive one and deals with motor 
driven vehicles of every kind and description. It calls 
for 24,250 motor cycles, 40,803 trucks, 7,905 passenger- 


carrying automobiles and 6,598 ambulances for each 
field army. As a large percentage of the American 
forces abroad will consist of members of the Motor 


Corps when it is fully organized, and as members of the 
corps must have special training, General Drake has 
made elaborate plans for the formation of schools at 
various camps. These schools will be under the control of 
the training branch of the corps and will be equipped 
with the latest appliances for intensive work. The course 
for drivers will last three weeks and for mechanics, who 
must have a special knowledge of mechanics, six weeks. 
The course for candidates for commissions’ will generally 
last three months. At present officers are being trained 
at Camp Joseph BE. Johnston, Jacksonville, Fla.; Camp 
Meigs, Washington; Camp Wheeler, Atlanta, Ga.; 
Camp Grant, Rockford, Ill.; and Camp Zachary Tay- 
lor, Louisville, Ky. In addition enlisted men will be 
trained for commissions at schools and colleges in Val- 
pariso, Ind.; Springfield, Ill.; Interlachen Schools, Roll- 
ing Prairie, Ind.; Winona Lake, Ind.; South Bend, 
Ind.; Milwaukee, Wis.; Indianapolis, Ind., and Purdue 
University, Lafayette, Ind. The program of the corps 
calls for more than 400,000 men to be in France by 
March of next year. Every effort is being made to 
speed up the shipment of trucks and other vehicles. 
Men who are especially desired are automobile mechanics 
of all kinds, electrical workers, oxy-acetylene’ welders, 
wood workers, upholsterers and experienced drivers. 
The growth of the motor transport of the Army is 
shown by the fact that in 1916 it consisted .of 100 trucks, 
in March, 1917, of 4,000, in March, 1918, of 40,000, and 
by March, 1919, it probably will have a total of at least 
200,000. 

Speeding up of the delivery of the motor equipment 
planned for our Army in France is the purpose of that 
part of G.O. No. 86, which has‘to do with the Motor 
Transport Corps. The demand.for motor cars and par- 
ticularly motor trucks is so pressing that the General 
Staff has divided the continental United States into six 
districts, each of which will be served by a central re- 
pair unit to facilitate the maintenance of the motor 
equipment used in this country. New machines only are 
sent to the American Expeditionary Force, but, in order 
that the steady flow of them may be maintained at a 
maximum, the old trucks that serve the Army’s needs 
here must be kept in service as long as the repairman’s 
skill can make it possible. The new district system will 
greatly facilitate repairs and reconstruction, and it 
will be the policy of the Motor Transport Corps to dis- 
courage major repairs at any points other than the cen- 
tral units. These units are located at Camp Holabird, 
Baltimore, Md.; Atlanta, Ga; Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas; El Paso, Texas; Chicago, Ill; and San Fran- 
isco, Cal. The most important one is that at Camp 


. Holabird, since it serves the largest district and the 
one that contains nearly all the important truck factories 
and all the principal ports of embarkation for France. 
The states in this district are: Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, West Virginia, Virginia, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan (lower peninsula) and the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Each district is to be commanded by a district motor 
transport officer to be appointed by the chief of the 
corps and who will have, under the authority of the 
chief, control and supervision of all matters pertaining 
to the operations, maintenance and repair of all Class 1 
vehicles and a technical supervision of all Class 2 ve- 
hicles. Class 2 vehicles are those assigned to various 
units outside of the Motor Transport Corps, according to 
the Tables of Organization. The Motor Transport Corps 
is responsible only for the repair and maintenance of 
these vehicles. Class 1 consists of all vehicles operated 
dircetly by the corps. Under the latter heading come 
the new trucks that are moved from the factories to the 
seaboard in convoy. Not only do these vehicles relieve 
the railroads by moving under their own power, but they 
help out by taking, each, a load. of Government freight. 
Thousands of tons of freight are being moved in this 
way all the time. The officers and men who handle 
these convoys are mostly recent graduates of the corps 
training schools, who are sent out to complete their 
training by practical road work, done under the same 
rules that apply to the American Expeditionary Force 
and with conditions duplicated as nearly as possible. 
Men are drawn largely from the motor trades, although 
mechanics of other lines may be inducted into the ser- 
vice. Material for officers must combine motor or me- 
chanical knowledge with executive ability. Both officers 
and enlisted men are sent overseas soon after complet- 
ing their training. 6 
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NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICE. 
Allies’ Air Services in Close Co-operation. 

Second Assistant Secretary of War Ryan, who is also 
director of the Army Air Service, who returned Oct. 12 
from France together with Secretary of War Baker, told 
~Oct. 15 of the results of his visit overseas. “In Paris 
and also in London,” he said, “I met at ‘conference the 
heads of the Air Ministries of France and Great Britain, 
and the whole question of joint program, both as to 
production and operation, was gone into. I came home 
pledged to them and they to me to carry out in the 
closest co-operation a combined program that has the 
approval of the commanding officers as well as the 
heads of the Air Ministries of the other countries. The 
combined air services will‘be directed as the armies are, 
and while the commanding general of each of the na- 
tions controls his own air forces, he places it at the 
disposal of the Commander-in-Chief just as he places 
the divisions of his army, and the result has already 
been seen in the great concentration of aircraft: fighting 
at St. Mihiel and the Argonne, such as has never been 
brought about in any previous action of the war.” 
American airmen and the Liberty motor both have re- 
ceived praise from the Assistant Secretary. Of the 
Liberty motor he said that flight commanders preferred 
the light De Haviland plane equipped with a Liberty 
engine to any other type of machine. “While I was 
abroad the ten-thousandth Liberty motor was turned out 
in Detroit,” he said. “When you reckon that 10,000 of 
these engines will develop 4,000,000 horse power, you 
realize what it means to the air forces on our side to 
have them in such quantities and that this total has 
been produced virtually since May 1, or in five months’ 
work.” 





Praise for Air Service in France. 

Major Gen. W. L. Kenly, Director of Military Aero- 
nautics, desires to correct an impression that he had re- 
ceived a letter of praise from General Pershing. In an 
interview with correspondents in Washington on Oct. 18 
he said that General Pershing had written a letter to 
the Chief of American Air Service in France, as follows: 
“Please accept my sincere congratulations on the suc- 
cessful and very important part taken by the air forces 
under your command in the first offensive of the First 
American Army. The organization and control of the 
tremendous concentration of the: air forces, including 
American, French, British and Italian units, which has 
enabled the air service of tha First American Field 
Army to carry out so successfully its dangerous and im- 
portant mission, is as fine a tribute to you personally 
as is the courage and nerve shown by your officers, a 
signal proof of the high morale which permeates the 
service under your command. Please convey to your 
command my heartfelt appreciation of their work. I 
am proud of you all.” As reported in a number of pa- 
pers it was made to appear that the letter had been 
written to General Kenly, whereas in reality it was sent 
to General Mitchell, head of the American Air Service 
in France. 

General Kenly Takes a Balloon Trip. 


Major Gen. W. L. Kenly, U.S.A., Director of Mili- 
tary Aeronautics, was a passenger in a balloon trip on 
Oct. 16 that carried him and those in the basket of the 
balloon from Bolling Field, Washington, D.C., to a 
point near Baltimore, in three and a half hours. With 
him in the car were Major McCoy and Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Hersey, both famous balloon pilots. The week previ- 
ous General Kenly had taken the air trip to New York 





in a de Haviland four in less time than it took the bal- 
loon party to cover the forty miles from Washington to 
the place of landing. General Kenly is a firm believer 
in making every officer in his division take a practical 
course in managing the’ machines that fall under his 
direction. Every- officer in aeronautics must become 
familiar with either the heavier-than-air type (air- 
plane) or the lighter than air type (balloon), and it 
was with a view to his own training in balloge work 
that he took the trip’to Baltimore. On the following 
Saturday Colonels Brandt and Davis took the same bal- 
loon from Washington to Scranton, Pa., on a trip that 
took orly five hours. 


Increasing the Balloon Corps. 


The Balloon Corps is one of the newest branches of 
the Army. At present it is a small organization of the 
highest efficiency, but additional officers and men, 
skilled in a hundred professions and trades are needed 
by the corps, and needed right away. The Depart- 
ment of Aviation announces that boards have been 
detailed at the following places for the purpose of ex- 
amining candidates for admission to the corps: Boston, 
Mass., 739 Boylston street; Canal Zone, Fort Shérman;

Inspectors of Airplanes to Make Flights. 


The War Department has announced that govern- 
ment inspectors of airplanes and aeronautical engines 
who, until this time, have done their work either in 
factories or on the grounds at flying fields, will hereafter 
be required to make flights at frequent intervals in all 
the planes that receive attention from them. W. C. 
Pdtter, Acting Director of Aircraft Production, in speak- 
ing of this decision, said: “It is very desirable that 
government inspectors of airplanes and aeronautical 
engines’ should have proper appreciation of their re- 
sponsibilities. I know of no better method of impressing 
upon these men the importance of their work than by 
giving them a first-hand demonstration of the very great 
stresses and strains put upon airplanes and _ their 
engines. In order to accomplish this, arrangements have 
been made with Major General Kenly, Director of Mili- 
tary Aeronautics, to issue instructions to officers at 
testing fields to take inspectors on these flights as fast 
as the planes are turned out from the: factories.” The 
department commander of the flying school at Fort 
Sill, Okla., recently issucd an order requiring members 
of the crews of mechanicians in charge of airplanes to 
make flights at least once each week. The same order 
was made to apply to the repair department of the field, 
with the result that on completion of repairs of any 
nature made on an airplane the chief. of mechanicians 
responsible for the work is required to make the initial 
trip with the pilot trying out the machine. A day off is 
granted the crew of mechanicians whose engine most 
Successfully meets the requirements of the tests each 
week. 

Boots and Spurs for Aviators. 

In connection with the communication from Dr. W. B. 
Savage concerning the Army Regulation requiring mili- 
tary aviators to wear boots and sturs, printed in a re- 
eent issue of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, a corre- 
spondent calls our attention to the “present reading” of 
Par. 120, S.R. No. 41, as affected by Changes No. 4, 
May 22, 1918. This reads: “Aviators when wearing 
boots will not wear spurs.” Another correspondent re- 
ealls Changes No. 5 in the same Special Regulation 
which he quotes from memory as reading, “No spurs 
except when actually mounted for officers of the Air 
Service.” The exact wording of Changes No. 5 (issued 
on July 17, 1918), on this particular point, is: “No 
officers of the Air Service will wear spurs except when 
actually mounted.” This casting of fresh light on the 
subject, however, does not affect Dr. Savage’s main con- 
tention as to the added expense to military aviators of 
the cost of spurs and their general usclessness to avia- 
tors on flying duty. 
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OpPoRTUNITIES IN THE Coast ARTILLERY CoKPs. yg 

The advantages offered by service in the Coast Artil- 
lery, U.S.A., to trained men now in civil life, are set 
forth in a circular issued by the commandant of the 
Coast Artillery School, Fort Monroe, Va. Men are 
wanted who have not only followed certain given lines 
in civil life, but who are able to assimilate teaching and 
capable of having their minds molded along certain lines 
for the sole purpose of outshooting the enemy. Train- 
ing is given for the non-commissioned posts of sergeant 
major, master gunner, electrician sergeant, radio ser- 
geant, or radio electrician and the work of motor trans 
portation. Men filling these posts are known as en- 
listed specialists. The Course of instruction is of twelve 
weeks duration with the exception of motor transporta- 
tion, which is four weeks. Those men who believe them- 
selves suited for work of this kind are invited to com- 
municate with the commandant, 
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New Inrantry Orricers’ Scoot. 

A new Infantry Officers’ Training School will be 
established at Camp Fremont, Cal., beginning Dee. 1. 
This camp will be for the purpose of creating second 
lieutenants of Infantry. The candidates will be ad- 
mitted to this school from enlisted men of the Army and 
civil life. With the schools now in operation there is 
not sufficient material from the Army, and it will be 
necessary to admit to the new school a large number of 
civilians. The following are eligible to make applica- 
tion for this school: Draft registrants between the age 
of eighteen and forty-six, who are physically quali 
for general military service, except registrants in Class 
1, qualified for general military service, who are reg- 
istered prior to Sept. 12 and registrants in deferred 
classification on account of occupation, industry or em- 
ployment, including agriculture. Candidates must have 
a high school education or the equivalent. This does 
not mean that candidates must have completed a high 
school course. The term equivalent is used im a broad 
general sense and takes into account an applicant's busi- 
ness experience. Civilians who desire‘to make applica- 
tion for admission to these schools should apply to the 
Army officer on duty at the educational institution near- 
est their residence. These institutions are the same. as 
those to which civilians apply for admission to the other 
Central Officers’ Training Schools. Civilians in Class 1 
who registered on Sept. 12, or subsequent to that date, 
who may be admitted to the school will be required to 
remain in the Service for the period of the war, if not 
found qualified for a commission, upon completion of the 
course. Civilians in deferred classification, except on 
grounds of occupation, industry or employment, includ- 
ing agriculture. may be admitted to this school, and if 
not found qualified upon completion of the course may 
be discharged and have the option of a reversion to their 
original classification under the Selective Service Regu- 
lations. The War Department desires that well qualified 
applicants submit their applications for these schools at 
the earliest practicable date, as many men will be 
selected from civil life. Applications should be addressed, 
as stated above, te the various’ Army officers on duty 
at educational -institutions.. Applications will also be 
received at department headquarters; at Governors Isl- 
and, N.Y.; Boston, Mass.; Charleston, S.C.; Chicago, 
Ill.; Fort Sam Houston, Texas, and San Francisco, Cal. 
The course of the school at Camp Fremont will be for 
about two months. Major Roy S. Brown, Cav., U.S.A, 
has been detailed in Washington for the purpose of re- 
ceiving applications of civilians for admission to this 
school and te the Central Officers’ Training Schools for 
Infantry, Field Artillery and machine gun training, and 
the Coast Artillery School. Major Brown is located at 
St. John’s College, Vermont avenue, and will receive the 
applications for civilians who desire to make applica- 
tion for the Camp Fremont School, or the Central Offi- 
cers’ Training Schools. 
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EDUCATION For Our Sorprers IN FRANCE. 

A complete system has been worked out by the Army 
Educational Commission of the Y.M.C.A., with the ap- 
proval of General Pershing and the active support of 
President Wilson and the Secretary of War, whereby 
every soldier in France is to be given an opportunity to 
improve his education under Army control, whether he 
has only the first rendiments of education, none at all 
or whether he is a college senior and now holds a com- 
mission, according to The Stars and Stripes of Sept. 27. 
The work is to be carried on while the routine of war 
absorbs the Army’s main energies, but at the close of 
hostilities it is planned to widen it so that the Army 
during the demobilization period may have the advan- 
tage of the higher educational systems of the English 
and French universities. To this end it is intended that 
when the fighting ends, and while the Army is waiting 
on peace negotiations, officers and enlisted men shall be 
given leaves of absence from their units to attend such 
classic institutions as those at Oxford, Cambridge, Edin- 
burg and Glasgow in Great Britain and at the Sorbonne 
and the Universities of Paris and Bordeaux in France. 
These soldier-students will receive credit in American 
universities for the courses followed in Europe. Under 
the proposed system $5,000,000 worth of text-books and 
1,000 instructors from American schools and colleges 
will be sent to France. Attendance at the courses will 
not be compulsory except where mass instruction is 
given. in subjects which commanding officers may regard 
as necessary for the good of the avian or where sol- 
diers will require special education to fit them for their 
duties_ as soldiers or citizens, but. otherwise where a 
man enters the course he mast finish if. Where mili- 
tary duties interfere with or interrupt the course the 
soldier will be given a transfer card or record eard show- 
ing how far he has progressed. - This card will be kept 
with his service record so that he may resume his studies 
when the opportunity permits. While the Army is de- 
mobilizing, awaiting transportation te the United States, 
the post schools will afford courses in English litera- 
tare, modern history, civics, bookkeeping, accountancy, 
stenography, elementary biology, hygiene and other sub- 
jects to be selected. During demobilization also divsion. 
corps, Army and special schools will provide vocational 
¢ourses in electric wiring and repair work, salesman- 
ship, practical agriculture, carpentry, blacksmithing, 
telegraphy, cobbling, tailoring, tinsmithing, barbering, 
cooking, baking and nursing, and other industrial courses 
to be designated by General Headquarters of the A.E.F. 
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SrermizeE Mess Kirs anp DIsnHes. 

Col. Deane C. Howard, of the Sanitation Division, of 
the office of the Surgeon General of the Army, has made 
a study of the results of the camp practice of dish- 
washing. In his report to the Surgeon General he hag 
recommended that the subject be brought to the atten- 
tion of the divisional commanders and that all mess kits, 
dishes and cooking and eating utensils be thoroughly 
boiled after every meal. Recent experiments at New- 
port News, Va., and several other places made with 
various companies and under fair conditions have demon- 
strated that these companies that used only dishes and 
implements sterilized by immersion in boiling water and 
uneontaminated by the application of a common dish 
towel, were less liable to influenza the companies 
that did not take such precautions. This was not a 
new idéa in the Army: for as far back as March 23 last 
Colonel Howard had recommended: the adoption of the 
same process by the Army, but as at that time the warn- 
ing went out merely as a circular recommendation of the 
Medical Bureau to medical officers the practice’ had ‘not 
been genérally enforced. ‘The sterilization is desirable 


not only as a preventive of influénza;:but as a means of 
limiting the spread of all respiratory diseases where the 
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germ is likely to find a resting place in the throat and 
mouth. The cycle of the sp ef the germs is from 
the mouth to the hands, te the mess kits or dishes, or & 
the eating implements, to the luke-warm water of the 
ordinary camp dishwasher, to the so-called clean dishes 
and thence at the next using of the dishes to the mouth 
and throats of the victims. office of the Surgeon 
General was willing to give qut the results of its ex- 
periments in this regard because the principle applies 
even more forcibly to civilian practices and it advises 
the application of it to family kitchens. 
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DEVELOPMENT BATTALION CLASSES. 

The War Department published on Oct. 15 a cirewlar 
concerning physical classes for use of Development Bat- 
talions that notes the following changes: For the pur- 
pose of makirig the physical classifications used in De- 
velopment Battalions correspond as far as possible with 
groups as established under Special Regulations No. 65.

Former ratings will mo longer be 
used and those portions of War Department Document 
812 relating thereto are hereby revoked. Form CCP 601 
will be continued in use and will be modified in accord- 
ance with the above instructions. The classification of 
all men in Development Battalions will be done by the 
closest co-operation between the medical and personnel 
officers and will be based on the physical, mental and 
occupational qualifications of each man.

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Navy SERVICE AND WAR CHEVRONS. 

Some confusion has ‘arisen over the meaning of the 
order relating to war service and wound chevrons issued 
by the Secretary of the Nayy on Sept. 25. The order 
was published in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, page 
140, issue of Sept. 28. Owing to this misunderstanding 
the Bureau of Navigation has made an amplification of 
the order. Briefly stated, the order provided for service 
chevrons in four specific cases which are fully set forth. 
They may be worn by officers and enlisted men who 
have (a) served for a period of three months or more 
since April 6, 1917, on duty east of the 37th Meridian 
west of Greenwich afloat or ashore; (b) served afloat 
for a period of three months or more since May 25, 1918, 
on vessels that have cruised on the Atlantic north of the 
equator; (c) served on vessels that have been torpe- 
doed or fired upon by enemy vessels; (d) served on 
aviation duty in the United States making actual flights 
in search of enemy vessels since May 25, 1918. Some 
officers have construed this to mean that a man may 
earn and wear more than one service stripe in less than 
twelve months; but this is not the true interpretation 
of the order. It is intended that a man may have but 
one chevron in twelve months. Thus two stripes mean 
that a man has served more than one year since the 
dates mentioned in the order of Sept. 24; but these 
stripes may be for any two of the given causes. Again 
there is confusion im the statement that “an additional 
chevron may be worn for each additional wound, but 
not more than one chevron will be worn at the same 
time.” Wound chevrons may be worn with service chev- 
rons; and a wounded man may wear a chevron for every 
time that he has been wounded, except that only one 
chevron may be worn for two or more wounds received 
at the same time.

ORDNANCE MAINTENANCE AND Reparr Scuoot. 

The Ordnance Maintenance and Repair School at 
Raritan, N.J., is to be greatly expanded. The War 
Department, on the recommendation of the Director of 
Ordnance, Training Division, has directed that the bar- 
racks be increased to accommodate 4,000 men, and that 
the building for instruction, which is to be semi-perma- 
nent in character, shall be constructed as a part of the 
assembly room now on the grounds. It is expected that 
the division will at once increase the present number of 
enlisted men to 3,500 men, and that hereafter the school 
will graduate from 1,500 to 2,000 men a month for early 
overseas service with line organizations. By this means 
there will be constantly men to the number of 3,500 un- 
der training. ‘The courses include instruction in the 
maintenance and repair of artillery, small arms, ma- 
chine guns, tractors and, as an incident, motor trucks. 
This school’ is a part of the Raritan Arsenal at Me- 
tuchen, N.J., and is under the immediate command of 
Col. T. H. Herring, a West Point officer, reporting di- 
rectly to Col. W. W. Gibson, Director of Ordnance 
Training in Washington, D.C. 
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CHEMICAL ANALYSIS OF Foop Propucts. 

Arrangements have been made by the Sybsistence Di- 
vision of the Quartermaster Corps whereby the labora- 
tories of the Bureau of Chemistry. Department of Agri- 
culture, throughout the United States are to be more 
fully utilized by the Army. Through this arrangement 
the inspection of food products which requires chemical 
analysis -will be made_to a greater extent under the di- 
rection of the general supply depots at the source of 
manufaeture. Delays occasioned under the former pro- 
cedure of having inspection made at the delivery point 
will thus be avoided. At times cars of greatly needed 
food products have been held up pending report of 
analyses. Under the new system such products will 
have been completely inspected at point of purchase. 
The new system will be particularly effective in: han- 
dling canned milk, putting milk upon the same basis of 
inspection as canned meat products in large packing 
houses. Further arranBements have been made whereby 
if it develops that any stations of the Department of 
Agrieulture are too remotely situated to afford the 
proper service, stations will be promptly established by 
the Bureau of Chemistry to give the required service. 
This arrangement is amother of the steps which the 
Quartermaster Corps is taking to co-ordinate all Goy- 
ernment departments in securing the best supplies and 
service for the troops.

Division oF Foon Nutrition ror ARMY. 

Col. J. R. Murlin, chief of the Division of Food Ne 
trition in the office of the Surgeon General of the Army, 
reports that the school organized at Camp Greenleaf, 
Oglethorpe, Ga., will by Dec. 1 be prepared to supply 
all the camps in the United States with food nutrition 
officers. All camps of more than 10,000 men are entitled 
to one of these officers, but thus far it has been impos- 
sible to train and supply more than the thirty now on 
duty in France and England and about twenty for the 
larger camps in this country. The number of experts in 
food values and nutrition was smal! and all had to be 
trained in their duties as applied to military camps and 
troop bedies, as there was no such division in the Army 
until it was put on a war basis. -To prepare them for 
their new duties, the Surgeon General organized the 
school and the Medical Officers’ Training Camp at Ogle- 
thorpe, where they. receive two months’ instruction in 
camp sanitation. military methods and organization, and 
in the function of nutrition officers in military camps. 
This division has been engaged in a series of studies, 
involving consider: numbers of men in practical 
tests ef the Army ration, and it is reported that its 
recommendations will be for a number of changes look- 
ing to a better balanced and more economical provision 
for the troops both in camps and in fageign service.

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Navy RgstTaURaNT IN WASHINGTON. 

Under the auspices of the Navy Department, a private 
concern has opened a restaurant which occupies almost 
a floor of one of the wings in the new Navy Building at 
Washington, D.C. It is nearly 800 feet in length and 
opens on four sides. . It will accommodate 1,200 per- 
sons at the same time and it is expected that it will 
provide Iumcheon for 6,000 people daily between the 
hours of 11.30 a.m. and 2 p.m. Under the arrangement 
of the Navy Department there must be governmental 
eupervision of the cooking and the food. Managers of 
the comcerm are permitted to make a certain profit and 
all amounts received im excess of maintenance plus the 
profit must be expended to improve the quality of the 
food or for the improvement of the service. The lunch 
room is run ona eafeteria basis and has all modern im- 
provements. The kitchen is im the center of the room, 
and conveyors carrying the used dishes run the entire 
length of the room to the kitchen.

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GENERAL MARCH'S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 
News Good From All Fronts. 


In his weekly summary of military conditions abroad 
given to the Washington correspondents on Oct. 19, Gen- 
eral March said: 

“The news during the week from all fronts has been 
increasingly good. General Foch has been continuing 
his pressure upon the enemy at all points, giving him no 
rest whatever. Last Saturday, when I spoke to you, 
the enemy was conducting a retreat along a sixty-mile 
front between the Oise and the Argonne. During the 
week this retreat has extende% so as to affect all but 
fifteen miles of the line from the coast to the Meuse, a 
front of over 250 miles. While our American Army is 
fighting its way across the Kriemhild line on the wooded 
hills between the Argonne and the Meuse, in spite of a 
strong concentration of enemy divisions, the enemy has 
retreated rapidly from the St. Gobain highland, the 
Chemin-des-Dames, and the Champagne as far as the 
Hunding line, relinquishing 800 square miles in that 
sector in four days. This developed a sharp salient in 
their line southeast of St. Quentin at the fork of the 
Oise and Serre rivers. Renewed attacks by British, 
American, and French forces south of Le Cateau on 
Thursday forced the enemy back from his positions on 
the east bank of the Selle, adding to the danger of an 
advance on-Aulnoye and making the Oise-Serre salient 
longer and narrower, so that the enemy gave up all at- 
tempts to hold it and retired toward the northeast. From 
Le Cateau northward the British have reached, but 
have not yet attempted to cross, the German defense line 


which there follows the east bank of the Selle river up 
to the Sensee marshes. 


The Drive in Flanders. 


“The drive in Flanders, renewed with vigor by Bel- 
gian, French and British troops on Monday, spread 
radially toward Bruges, Ghent and Turcoing at an in- 
creasingly rapid rate and forced the enemy to evacuate 
Ostend and Zeebrugge and to draw back from the dan- 
gerous salient around Lille and Douai. This retirement 
is still in active progress. British troops are reported 
to have reached the frontier of Holland opposite Bruges. 
The retirement of the enemy from the Oise near La Fere 
leaves the entire Hindenburg line in our hands. Dur- 
ing the week the Allies have taken Ostend, Zeebrugge, 
Bruges, Lille, Turcoing, Loubaix, Douai and Laon. In 
the east, the Serbians, since the reoccupation of Nish, 
have advanced in both directions along the Constanti- 
nople railway and now hold it for a distance of about 
seventy-five miles. ‘They are advancing northward to- 
ward Belgrade. 

“The Department and the press have been the re- 
cipients of very many questions about the casualties on 
the Otranto. The troops on the Otranto were not parts 
of divisions or brigades, but were replacement troops 
and casuals. When the ship sank, all papers with the 
names of the men on board went down with the ship. 
When that fact was developed, the Department cabled 
abroad the name of every single person who embarked 
on the ship, and with that information in their posses- 
sion they can then find out who are not accounted for. 
The authorities in the A.E.F. have been directed to cable 
back the name of every such man, and it will be given 
out as soon as it comes in. 


Publication of Casualties. 


“With reference to the subject of the publication of 
casualties generally, I have at times told you of what 
we are trying to do to secure an exact statement of 
casualties, so as to put it into the hands of the Ameri- 
can people. This scheme has now reached a point where 
we have a system which we believe will make certain 
that every single man hit in France, ‘slight or other- 
wise, will be reported and their parents, relatives, and 
friends notified. A statement about this has been pre- 
pared, and I am going to read it. 

“*The War Department desires the people to know 
exactly the steps taken by it to acquaint them with the 
facts and details concerning casualties in our forces 
abroad. No casualty lists are kept back—all are trans- 
mitted and published as fast as communication facilities 
permit. Anxiety caused by delays and inaccuracies 
which formerly existed should be dispelled by the pres- 
ent arrangements for the receipt and publication of 
casualty lists and the system of follow-up letters re- 
cently instituted by direction of the Chief of Staff. The 
salient features of the present arrangement are, first, 
the receipt by cable and prompt publication of the names 
of the dead and missing; second, the receipt by courier 
letter and prompt publication of all other casualties, in- 
‘ cluding cases of serious illness and gas casualty. 

“*The Adjutant General’s Office is now able to give 
the nature and degree of the wound or injury and other 
details not heretofore obtainable. At once upon the 
receipt of the information, notifications are sent by The 
Adjutant General's Office, followed by letters giving fur- 
ther information as soon as hospital records are re- 
ceived, and in many cases additional letters from the 
Bureau of Communication of the Red Cross giving the 
more intimate details, dictated by the men themselves or 
written by the Red Cross casualty searchers. The War 
Department, however, assumes in every case the respon- 
sibility for the direct and immediate notification of 
relatives. In carrying on their part of the work, the 
Red Cross has full access to the War Department rec- 
ords and is furnished with copies of the hospital reports. 
This enables the Red Cross to check up the information 
received by it with the official verified record of the De- 
partment, and it is believed will prevent erroneous iden- 
tifications and other errors which might cause needless 
distress. 

“*The tremendous size of the Army abroad, its dis- 
tance from its base, the length and complexity of its 
lines of communications, the distribution of its units 
over a wide front and the fact that certain of its units 
from time to time serve with the French, British and 
Italian forces, make the task of collecting and verify- 
ing information as to casualties one of great difficulty 
and often interpose considerable delay, but those respon- 
sible for the collection of this information abroad, and 
those responsible for its distribution here, realize the im- 
portance of their task and of doing everything that is pos- 
sible to prevent delay, error or unnecessary anxiety or 
doubt. e welcome co-operation of the Red Cross and 
the arrangement for more regular and detailed reports 
from abroad, make, it is believed, a system of information 
upon which the people of the country can rely. Eve 
possibility of further improvement will be taken -~ 
wantage of and every effort made to acquaint the families 


in this country as fully as possible with detailed infor- 


mation. 
Individual Units. 

Responding to questions as to individual units. the 
Chief of Staff stated that Ambulance Company 344, 
Sanitary Train 311, 86th Division, which is believed to 
have sailed overseas three weeks ago, was not yet re- 
ported. The 330th Infantry was last reported on Sept. 
28 in a training area in France. The 136th Field Ar- 
tillery belongs to the 37th Division, and that was re- 
ported as being on the line in the Vosges, but on Sept. 
28 it had been withdrawn. Its present location is not 
known, 

As to the divisions composing the 2d Field Army of 
the A.E.F., General March said: “The information about 
the units composing that Army is not yet ready for pub- 
lication. The commander of the 2d Army is Major Gen. 
Robert L. Bullard. The subordinate commanders will 
not yet be given out.” He also stated that the 58th 
Coast Artillery is with the 1st Army Artillery. The 
5ist Infantry belongs to the 6th Division, which was 
last reported in the line in the Vosges. The 308th 
Trench Mortar Battery is with the 83d Division, which 
is still in a training area. The 85th Division has been 
assigned to duty as a depot division, and is at present 
located along the line of communications in the S.O.S. 
The 29th Division is in action just east of the Meuse. 
The 79th and 80th Divisions are not identified yet. The 
38th Division is not reported as arriving in France. 
The 84th Division is just arriving in France. 

As to requests for information concerning officers 
General March said that “Gen. Roy Hoffman has just 
returned from France and has reported for assignment. 
As soon as it is made, I will give it out.” No major 
general has been appointed to command the 18th Di- 
vision as yet. As to a reported change in the command 
of the 138th Infantry the Chief of Staff said that the 
latest report has Col. Edmund S. McMahon in command.

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COMMISSIONS FROM CIVIL LIFE. 
For the benefit of civilians who desire to get com- 
missions in the Army the Chief of Staff makes the fol- 
lowing announcement: 


The application of the principle of placing the indi- 
vidual in the military machine strictly according to his 
qualifications is being extended to cover the selection and 
assignment of those in civil life desiring commissions in 
the Army. The procurement of officers for the various 
staff corps and departments is now centralized in the 
Personnel Branch of the General Staff and the separate 
recruiting endeavors of individual staff corps have been 
discontinued. The Personnel Branch is establishing 
agencies in various cities in the country and has been 
assured the hearty co-operation of the Military Training 
Camp Association, Chambers of Commerce and other 
civil organizations who have splendidly co-operated with 
the Army in the past in securing commissioned person- 
nel. Those desiring commissions can hereafter be saved 
the inconvenience of coming or writing to Washington 
and will be provided through the local press throughout 
the country with all necessary information relative to 
their availability, and procedure to be followed. Infor- 
mation will also be published from time to time indi- 
cating qualifications of applicants most urgently needed. 
All applications will be carefully classified in Washing- 
ton by experts. In filling vacancies every effort will be 
made to make selections according to qualifications with 
a view to finding the right man to fill each vacancy. 

Under the new plan, no applications for commission 
should be made directly to the Quartermaster Corps, 
Ordnance Department, Sanitary Corps, Engineer Corps, 
Military Intelligence Division, Motor Transport Corps, 
Construction Division, Department of Military Aero- 
nautics, Bureau of Aircraft Production, Signal Corps, 
Chemical Warfare Service or The Adjutant General’s 
Department. Instead, all applications will be made 
through the Recruiting Sub-Section of the Personnel 
Branch of the General Staff. Procedure in applying for 
a commission will be as follows: The civilian desiring 
to offer his service will watch the standard announce- 
ment of -needs for officers published periodically in the 
newspapers, These announcements will be issued from 
the Washington headquarters of the Recruiting Sub- 
Section and will be based on full descriptions of each 
need—type of man wanted and duty to be performed— 
furnished by the various branches of the Army requir- 
ing officers. As all publicity an officer needs will come 
from one source, there will be no. contradiction, conflict 
or competition on calls for men. 

When announcement is made of a need for which the 
civilian considers himself in every way qualified, he will 
communicate with the nearest office of the Military 
Training Camps Association and there obtain complete 
information on how to apply. If found qualified, he 
will be given a standard application for commission in 
the United States Army, which he will need to fill out 
carefully and return to the Military Training Camps As- 
sociation office. Later, he will be interviewed and ex- 
amined. In case the requirement which attracted him 
has already been filled or his qualifications make him 
more suitable for some other service, his application 
may be transferred or held, | tain classified and avail- 
able for use, in a deferred file. 

A civilian who considers himself qualified for service 
as a commissioned officer in any branch of the Army 
may, if he desires, make application through the near- 
est Military Training Camps Association office in ad- 
vance of any definite statement of a need for men with 
his particular_qualifications. If found on interview and 
examination to be generally qualified to be an officer, he 
will be reeommended as an available candidaté for a 
commission and his application will be forwarded to the 
Personnel Branch, General Staff, and there classified and 
either applied on a current need or held pending the de- 
velopment of future needs. In no case, under the new 
procedure, is it desirable to travel or write to Washing- 
ton; since all recruiting for civilians to be commissioned 
in the specified staff corps will be managed by the dis- 
trict headquarters of the Recruiting Sub-Section and the 
offices of the Military Training Camps Associations.

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THE NEW LIEUTENANT GENERALS, U.S.A. 

The nominations of Major Gens. Hunter Liggett and 
Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., to be lieutenant generals, 
which were made by President Wilson on Oct. 21, ad- 
vance two of our ablest officers on the fighting line in 
France, who well deserved the honor conferred upon 
them. General Liggett commands the Ist Field Army 
and General Bullard the 2d Field Army. The appoint- 
ment of lieutenant generals for our Army in France is 
a logical one, made necessary by the increasing strength 
of our forces. As we pointed out in the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL of May 26, 1917, when the United States 
was preparing to send forces to France, a field army 
should properly be in command of a lieutenant general, 
while field armies grouped in one field of action, consti- 
tute an “Army,” which is properly the command of a 
general. The appointment of General Pershing some . 
months ago to be general naturally presaged the organiza- 
tion of field armies and the reviving on the active list 
of the grade of lieutenant general.. With the organiza- 
tion of additional field armies, additional lieutenant gen- 
erals will be needed. 

General Liggett was born in Pennsylvania March 21, 
1857, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1879, 
when he was assigned as a second lieutenant to the 5th 
Infantry. Later promotions took him to the 21st, 13th 
and 15th Regiments of Infantry, and he also served a 
detail as A.A.G. In the Philippine campaigns (1889-01) 
he served as a major of the 3lst U.S. Volunteer Infan- 
try. His early service in the Army was against the 
Indians on the frontier. He was an instructor at the 
War College and had a great deal to do with the build- 
ing up of that institution. He was also. a member of 
the General Staff, and is known as a keen student of 
tactics and as a thoroughly resourceful officer. He be- 
came a major general-in the Regular Army March 6, 
1917, following the death of General Funston. Among 
other duties in France he was in command of the Amer- 
ican forces in their Champagne offensive. 

General Bullard was born in Alabama Jan. 15, 1861, 
and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1885, when 
he was assigned to the 10th Infantry. He subsequently 
served in the 6th, 10th, 28th, Sth and 26th Regiments of 
Infantry, and in the old Commissary Department. He - 
is a graduate of the Army War College, and during the 
war with Spain served as colonel of the 3d Alshama Vol- 
unteers. After being mustered out in August, 1899, he 
was appointed colonel of the 39th U.S. Volunteer In- 
fantry, which took part in Philippine campaigns. H2 
saw plenty of action in the Philippines and had a num- 
ber of narrow escapes from being killed, when in action 
against the Moro tribes, under General Pershing. He 
served in Texas during the Mexican trouble in 1916, 
and is an officer of proved ability, who has given ample 
proof of this in the battle at Cantigny and other actions 
in France. He became a brigadier general in the Regu- 
las Army on June 9, 1917. He was appointed a major 
general in the National Army Aug. 5, 1917. 

Generals Liggett and Bullard are the twelfth and thir- 
teenth officers of the Army who have held the rank of 
lieutenant general. The others were Washington, Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan, Schofield, Miles, Young, Chaffee, 
Bates, Corbin and McArthur. 
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SECRETARY BAKER AND HIS VISIT OVERSEAS. 


Secretary of War Baker, who recently returned from 
an official visit to England and France, having been near 
the firing line on the western front, declared in an inter- 
view with him which appeared in the New York Times, 
Oct. 20: “Two things in particular that will defy the 
powers of any one who tries to describe this war are, 
first, the marvelous development of communications, and, 
second, the scenes on the roads at the front at night. 
I remember, when I went over last spring, our Army 
numbered less than 400,000; now the number is close to 
2,000,000. That means that from April until the present 
time there has been an enormous increase in our Army 
in France and a consequent increase in the demands for 
communications and supplies. When I returned in April 
communications were probably the most acute question 
of all: could transportation facilities be provided for 
getting the materials from the docks to the interior? 

“On my trip this time I found that question had been 
answered, and answered in a way that makes it impos- 
sible for the American fully to comprehend the greatness 
of this achievement. The progress that had been made 
on these problems—port facilities, new docks, installing 
American machinery for unloading ships, building of 
warehouses, miles and miles of them, of railroads, stand- 
ard and narrow gauge—is far more wonderful than what 
was promised on my first trip. A great question then 
was whether it would be possible to provide dockS to - 
prevent the ships from waiting. Now it is the docks 
that have to wait; that is, we actually have free berthing 
space in most of the ports. In a word, our facilities are 
ahead of our present needs, and we are assured that they 
will not only be able to carry supplies for the Army as it 
now is, but will also be able to meet the enlarged military 
program for which the country has provided. 

“Any one who tries to comprehend even the immen- 
sity of this great connected operation of transportation 
of supplies alone must take into consideration the facts 
that these supplies pass from the doors of our factories 
in this country to railroads operated by our govern- 
ment, into ships built and run by us, to ports in France, 
either built or improved by us, to railroads constructed 
by us that run from the ports across France to the bat- 
tlefront. All the latest improvements and inventions 
eontribute their part to the success of the process. : 

“We live in a highly developed industrial state. We 
do not think much here of the use of automobiles, motor 
trucks, the telephone, the wireless. but here they are all 








largely applied to cities. Over there they have all been 
transfe to the field, and their use multiplied by 
1,000 cent. 


‘Tin on illustration, out of all that vast machine, take 
a 8 telegraph wire: At each end - four ey 
squad, they them—and they are not sending 
old way, by a telegraph key.

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writers, electrically connected with the telegraph wires;

“All the material for this new construction has been 
shipped over from here. All the ties and tie plates in 
the railroads, for instance. Some of it went over stand- 

‘ ing up, to save time where the need was more pressing. 
Locomotives were transported in this way. I saw at 
one of the ports a large crane, also from this country, 
which lifted a locomotive out of the ship as an ordinary 
crane would a box and deposited it on the railroad track

y. transporting men and material to the front. ; 

“Then there were the miles and miles of new build- 
ings. all stored with supplies fer future use. There 
were not only whole buildings, but tiers of them, de- 
voted to one article, as shoes, others to other articles of 
clothing, and all this immense system, with the infinity 
of detail, reaches, with accountability, to every single 
pair of shoes, to every article stored there, so that it 
may be requisitioned when needed. 

“Tt is necessary to conceive all this, from the great 
main outlines to the endless scope of detail, to compre- 
hend what has been done over there in this part of the 
work alone.” ’ 

Asked about the German prisoners he saw and his 
general impression of them, Mr. Baker said: “The Ger- 
man prisoners I saw were between the ages of sixteen 
and forty-five. ‘They were fairly clothed and did not 
appear underfed. The officers looked to be in fair shape, 
mot broken, but the private soldiers appeared ready to 
quit, heavy with discouragement. Speaking of prison- 
ers, a Red Cross man was walking in the woods near 
the front one day when two Austrian officers threw up 
their hands and said they wanted to surrender. He told 
them that he belonged to the Red Cross and therefore 
could not receive their surrender. They insisted. but 
the Red Cross official was afraid of violating some 
Geneva convention if he complied. Then the representa- 
tive of the Red Cross thought of a solution. As a mem- 
ber of the Red Cross it was his duty to render assist- 
ance to those needing aid. He offered to aid the Aus- 
trian officers, to conduct them to a place where they 
could surrender if they desired. This he did, and evi- 
dently to the relief of the Austrians.” 

Questioned as to whether his views regarding the war 
had been altered or affected as a result of his visit to 
the battlefront, the Secretary replied: 
‘as to that that this war was obviously inevitable so far 
as the United States was concerned. There was but 
one possible attitude for us—to bring, as speedily as 
possible, the full power of the United States to bear in 
order to obtain a victorious conclusion. I will add that 
I think it is the hope of all generous minds that the 
sacrifices of this war will lead to some international ar- 
rangement which will make a repetition of this war im- 
possible, but I am giving my whole thought to winning 
the war.” 

When Secretary Baker was asked to specify the most 
significant thing he saw while away, he answered 
quickly: “Our Army, of courses The purpose of an 
army is to fight successfully, and the first inquiry is as 
to the fighting machine. To this the answer is that our 
Army is superbly led with a body of officers trained 
rightly in specialized schools. Rigid efficiency tests are 
used and there is a universal spirit in France among 
our forces in favor of the rule that éfficiency shall be 
the basis for all promotions. The men themselves are 
drilled and instructed to the highest degree to discharge 
their duties—and the Army is a fighting Army and a 
winning Army.” 

In conclusion he said: “The whole relation between 
eur troops and the British, French and Italian troops 
is one of enthusiastic comradeship. In the matter of 
morale, our boys know what they are fighting for, and 
they brave every peril and encounter every hardship 
with the smiling enthusiasm that shows their invincible 
spirit.” 


SPECIAL LEGISLATION DISAPPROVED. 

The following letter from the Acting Secretary of 
War explains itself: 

War Department, Washington, D.C., Oct. 11, 2918. 

To the Chairman, Committee on Military Affairs, U.S. Senate. 

Sir: My attention has been called to a bill (H.R. 12550), in- 
troduced in the House of Representatives on June 24, 1918, 
which is as follows: 

“A bill for the appointment on the retired list, U.S. Army, 
of Brig? Gen. James Rush Lincoln. Be it enacted, etc., That 
in view of the censpicuous and efficient service to the Union 
by Brig. Gen. James Rush Lincoln during the Civil War and 
the War with Spain the President be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to nominate, and, with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, to appoint the said James Rush Lincoln, late a briga- 
dier general of Volunteers, t© be a brigadier general on the 
retired list, U.S. Army, with the pay and emoluments of a re- 
tired officer of that grade, and to grant him a commission in 
accordance with such rank as of the date of the approval of 
this act.” 

The views of the War Department are as follows: The re- 
tired list was established and is maintained for the benefit 
of the officers of the Regular Army who have spent the best 
part of their lives in the service of the Government, or been 
disabled in the line of duty, and who are thereby prevented 
from engaging in civil pursuits with a view to providing for 
themselves and families during their declining years. Even 
with the restrictions at present surrounding admission to the 
retired list, its cost to the Government is considerable. 

A retired list for officers and men of the Regular Army, 
as provided under existing law, is necessary for the mainte- 
nance of the Army, and its continuance should be safeguarded 
by limiting admission to it to those who are embraced by the 
provisions of existing laws governing retirements. A departure 
from this general principle will tend to establish a precedent 
which may eventually endanger the continuance of the retired 





ist. 

‘This bill contemplates special legislation of the most inde- 
fensible kind so far as the interests of the Government are 
concerned. The person to whom the bill relates was never an 
officer in the Regular Army, and to appoint him therein and 
~~~ him on the retired list, as provided by this bill, would 

to reverse the previous policy of Congress in these matters 
and to establish a very bad precedent. ‘The effect of the pass- 
age of this bill would simply be to give the person named a 
special pension disproportionate to his deserts. Both upon its 
specific demerits and as a matter of general policy, the bill is 
objectionable. 

As far as General Lincoln's services are concerned, General 
Lincoln was a Confederate soldier in the Civil War. He is 
not mentioned in the “Records of the Rebellion.” The President

THE UNIFORM OVERCOAT. 
Camp Hancock, Ga., Oct. 16, 1918. 
To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I wish to call your attention to two memoranda cen- 
cerning Uniform Regulations issued in this camp. Un- 
der date of Aug. 23, 1918, a memorandum was issued 
authorizing Part (b) of Par. 3 (Memo. No. 96) the 
wearing of trench overcoats on all occasions when over- 
coats are prescribed. The memorandum further said 
(Par. 5): “In view of the fact that the trench overcoat 
and the short O.D. overcoat are the only two overcoats 
that are authorized for officers of the A.E.F. in France, 
and will answer on all occasions, the officers of this 
command are advised to limit their selection to these 
twe overcoats.” 

Immediately following this there were thousands of 
dollars worth of trench coats sold in this camp, entirely 
en account of this authorized combination and the advice 
given in Par. 5 of Memo. No. Many officers felt 
that they could not afford to purchase both an overcoat 
and trench coat at this time, but if the trench coat was 
authorized for all occasions it was naturally the logical 
coat to purchase. 

Under date of Oct. 16, 1918, Memo. No. 17 was pub- 
lished, rescinding Memo. No. 96, and prohibiting the 
wearing of a trench coat in this country except as a 
raincoat, thereby making necessary the purchase of an 
O.D. woolen overcoat. All officers who purchased trench 
coats under authority of the first memorandum with a 
view toward economy will now be forced to purchase 
also an O.D. woolen overcoat, and this will work an 
unnecessary hardship on many who are now forced to 
the extreme to make ends meet. 

If the authority issuing such orders could realize the 
hardships which they create they would undoubtedly 
consent to reconsider them, especially so in this case as 
this undeubtedly affects officers in every camp and can- 
tonment in the United States. I do not know of any- 
thing that you could do which would be more highly 
appreciated by the officers in this country than that you 
should take this matter up with the authorities and 
determine whether or not it could be satisfactorily ad- 
justed.

Camp Lee, Va., Oct. 15, 1918. 
To THE Epitor or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It seems as though something could be done to stand- 
ardize the wearing of uniforms in the various camps and 
cantonments throughout this country. There have been 
numerous bulletins, circulars and statements coming 
from Washington advertising and advocating certain 
coats, known as trench coats. It was advocated that 
these coats be bought by practically all officers. because 
they served a double purpose, that of rain coat and 
trench coat, as well as overcoat. In some of the camps 
it was practically required by the camp commander that 
these coats be bought and worn. In other cases various 
articles of clothing were urged to be bought and worn by 
the authorities, and in some cases it is known that the 
more conservative articles of clothing were discarded 
for novelties, by memorandum issuing from Camp Head- 
quarters. Thus we see that an officer will have to spend 
quite a sum to satisfy the desires of a commanding offli- 
cer with respect to Uniform Regulations and immedi- 
ately on changing station will not be permitted to wear 
the very things which another has practically made him 
buy. ’ 

A case of an officer returning from overseas and inci- 
dents in connection with this are recited here. This 
officer arrived from France and was waiting for orders 
at Camp Merritt. He was called in by the judge advo- 
cate of the camp and informed that he would be confined 
te camp if he did not have the braid sewed on the sleeves 
of his trench coat. Some will say, “What does a dollar 


or so amount to, the braid can be taken off,” but just 
things like that are happening to officers at each change 
of station. 

. In_ another case, at one of the camps, officers were 
urged to buy certain short coats which were on sale at 
the camp exchange store. .Almost every officer bought 
one. Hardly had the makers of this coat made their 
profits when an order was issued probibiting the wear- 


ing of this same article. Another coat had to be bought. 

Referring to the trench coat again. Here at this 
camp a class of second lieutenants has just been gradu- 
ated. Whereas they were reasonably expecting service 
overseas sometime in the near future they bought, almost 
to the man, the combination trench coat, and did not 
buy the overcoat so long worn in this country. These 
trench coats were advocated by officers just returned 


from France. From accounts they are the most eco- 
nomical piece of wearing apparel one could buy. These 
young officers have been getting the pay of a sergeant 
and have had to equip themselves as best they can. Now 
they have had to do one of two things: take the advice 
of those who had been overseas (and almost any young 
officer would listen to an officer who had seen service 


quicker than to one who had not, and rightly so) or dis- 
regard their advice and get things that would not stand 
them in good stead for immediate foreign service: It is 
rather hard on them to have bought coats of one de- 
scription that are worn ard urged to be worn overseas, 
and then have them prohibited in this country. Many of 
them are_assigned to the Depot Brigades in this country, 


many to. the Replacement Camps, and from the way 
things are going in the Central Officers’ Training 


Schools, Depot Brigades and Replacement Camps, they 
will be there until the war is over. They bave all in- 
curred a loss of some money and have acquired an article 
that can be worn only in inclement weather. 

I think that every officer in the Service wil! readily 


agree with me that these conditions are not the fault of 
any one person, but the fault of some one who has care- 
fully manipulated things to his own good. We cannot 
place the blame on those in authority. but rather think 
it is due to the rush and confusion that exists in most 
places that this thing has just grown up with a crew of 
commercial highwaymen behind it.

ELECTRIC DRIVE OF SHIPS. 
Navat-Gonsulting Board of the U.S.

To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have read your article on Electric Drive in the issue 
of Oct. 12 and in it, as in other publications which I 
have seen, I have noticed such expressions as the fol- 
lowing: “The success of the New Mexico’s trial trip. is 
very gratifying to the officers of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, who initiated this system of propulsion”; 
and later a reference to “the officers who worked out 
this system of propulsion.” 

The writer has devoted ten years to the development, 
design and promotion of this method of driving war- 
ships, and for more than half that time was alone in its 
advocacy and in knowledge of its possibilities. As early 
as 1910 the Navy Department was urged to consider 
designs for battleship equipments which afforded the 
same advantages as “that now operating on the New 
Mexico and with equal prospect of success. 

Officers of the Navy have latterly shown a very pro- 
gressive spirit in this matter and some of them have 
become thoroughly familiar with its details. Their part 
in the matter has, however, not appreciably changed the 
plan. or added anything in conception or design of ap- 
paratus. 

The subject of electric propulsion has been very elab- 
orately studied by engineers of the General Electric 
Company and a great amount of experimentation and 
elaborate designing has-been done. Since a paper I 
wrote in 1911 on the “Proposed Application of Electric 
Ship Propulsion” some valuable improvements have been 
devised by the writer and also by other engineers of 
the company.

If the records of the U.S. Guard officers were looked 
into the authorities would find many ex-Regulars who 
rendered good service in the capacity of non-coms. in the 
old Regular establishment, besides quite a number of 
former National Guard officers who went through the 
training on the Mexican border where they had valuable 
experience. All these U.S. Guard officers ask is to be 
brought before a board to decide if they are not fit to do 
duty with first line Infantry troops.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Oct. 18-24.) 
THE WESTERN FRONT. 
Allies Attack New German Lines. 


The Allies kept on supplying the impulse to the en- 
emy’s retirement in Flanders and northern France, from 
the coast region to the Meuse river, throughout the 
week, without Any relaxations. Having executed his re- 
tirement from the Belgian shore line and from the 
Lille region, the former at the cost of some thousands of 
troops driven over the Dutch line and interned in Hol- 
land, the enemy made strenuous efforts to held the pur- 
suing forces along a series of lines that offered him at 
least temporary stopping places. In the northwest he 
failed to make good the positions covering Ghent and 
Valenciennes. In the southeast he was partly successful 
in retaining his natural defenses to the north of Laon, 
and in the Meuse-Argonne region, by employing heavy 
forces in counter-attack he kept the line in a state of 
immobility for the time being at the point where he 
could least afford to give way. The heaviest fighting 
of the week undoubtedly took place in this area, where a 
moderate advance on the Allies’ part would imperil all 
the German line to the northwest, threatening to pre- 
vent its further orderly retirement. : 

For the time being the opposed armies are thus again 
in contact along most of the front from Verdun north- 
westward. The enemy has resumed his defense almost 
everywhere. Four barriers in particular he has sought 
to use for the purpose of checking the persistent pres- 
sure applied by Foch. The northernmost of these are 
the lines of the Lys and Scheldt rivers, which converge 
at Ghent, covering the front south ef that city. Some- 
what further south the Scheldt on one hand and its 
southerly affluent, the Selle river, on the other covered 
the front to either side of Valenciennes: Still further 
south and east the angle of the Oise and Serre rivers 
gives the enemy a sort of bastion, within which he has 
sought to hold back the French, bent on moving from 
Laon northeastward to the Sambre and down that 
stream upon Maubeuge. Finally, north and east of the 
upper Aisne and west of the Meuse, he retains the 
northern remnant of the Argonne area which covers the 
approach from the south toward Mezieres. 


Completion of Withdrawal in Flanders. 

It has become evident that the withdrawal by which 
the enemy last week yielded Lille, Ostend and other 
places of value in the same region was a carefully ar- 
ranged operation, carried out with great method and at 
least with the-negative degree of success which pertains 
to dangers avoided. The operation involved further the 
evacuation of three important neighbor cities of Lille, 
Toureoiny, Roubaix and Lille. All of these the British 
occupied without difficulty, Douai on the 17th, the other 
two on Oct. 18. At Tournai the Germans held the Brit- 
ish closely to the bank of the Scheldt. That river be- 
came their line of defense behind the Lille region for 
the time being. East of Douai the British were per- 
mitted to force their way forward without much opposi- 
tion as far as Denain, but here the defense stiffened, for 
north of Denain the Raismes forest protected Valen- 
ciennes as far as the Scheldt, while south of Denain the 
Selle river offered a defensive ditch of some importance. 

In the coast area the Belgians and French found that 
Bruges and its port, the notorious Zeebrugge of U-boat 
fame, had been included in the enemy’s plan of retire- 
ment. Offering only a rearguard defense at Bruges, the 
enemy gave up the parcel of Belgian territory thence 
north to the frontier of Holland. Southwest of Ghent the 
Germans retained the line of the Lys down to within 
a short distance of Courtrai. 

On Oct. 20 the French force, co-operating with the 
Belgians,, took up the attack in the direction of Ghent. 
Having taking Thielt and moving toward Deynge, they 
at the same time forced their way over the Lys river 
and at two points established bridgeheads on the right 
bank, in the long tongue of land that stretches north- 
ward between the parallel courses of the stream and the 
Scheldt. - The crossing involved vigorous combats, in 
which the French took 1,100 prisoners. On the follow- 
ing day, at some distance to the-south, the British suc- 
ceeded in throwing a force over the Scheldt itself at 
Pecqs, in the bend north of Courtrai. This move 
linked the movement toward Ghent on the north and 
that on the south, toward Valenciennes. 

British Drive against Valenciennes. 

From Denain the British had some six or seven miles 
to go to reach Valenciennes. That city retained consid- 
erable importance in the plan of operations apparently 
followed by the enemy, as its possession was essential to 
a command of the area behind the Scheldt and as it 
supplied a useful bridgehead threatening counter-at- 
tacks west of the river. Its conformity with a chain of 
useful defensive bases, notably Ghent to one side of it 
and Maubeuge to the other, gave it added value. It was 
to be expected that the efforts to wrest the place from 
its possessors would meet with strong opposition. All 
efforts of the British to the south, along the Selle river, 
were indeed checked for several days, during which 
fighting of a most severe character took place. 

On Oct. 18 and 19 the British, with the aid of an 
American force, delivered a heavy, concerted attack on 
the upper Selle and southward in the region of Solesmes 
and Cateau, in conjunction with a French attack 
further south. The success of this attack threatened to 
turn the southern end of the Selle line and greatly weak- 
ened the enemy’s situation. It led up to the next step. 
On Oct. 20 the British attacked frontally the Selle line. 
In spite of the swollen state of, the river, high from re- 
cent rains, a crossing was forced about five miles south 
of the mouth. In the two operations the British took 
about 7,000 prisoners. They were able to occupy the 
low heights east of the Selle and thus greatly.to compro- 
mise the German hold on Valenciennes. On Oct. 21, ad- 
vancing from the direction of Denain directly upon the 
city, they were able to ‘break through into its western 
suburbs. At the same time they moved to the north of 
the Raismes forest, reaching the Scheldt river on a 
wide front. On Oct. 23 they entered Valenciennes it- 
self, throwing the defenders back eastward. Thus they 
gained one of the essential points in the new tier of 
German positions and scored possibly the most immedi- 
ately telling success of the week. 

On Oct. 23 and 24 the British brought forward their 
attack to.the northwest of Valenciennes, where the en- 
emy still resisted, and, clearing the Raismes forest with 
several adjoining villages south of Valenciennes, the 
cae positions on the Ecaillon river were also car- 
fied. 





French Attack in Oise-Serre Angla,. 


The French 1st Army co-operated in the Selle opera- 
tions just described and likewise in the French offensive 
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further south by an action on Oct. 18 upon the British 
southern wing, south of Le Cateau. They assaulted and 
carried the forest of Andigny with the surrounding vil- 
lages, taking 1,800 prisoners and gaining command of 
the region north of the bend in the Oise, near Guise. 
The forest, strongly organized and desperately defended, 
had an area of several square miles and offered great 
defensive advantages. Its capture in a single day speaks 
not only cf the vigor of the assault but of the weakened 
condition of the enemy on this portion of the front. 

South of the bend in the Oise the enemy, despite this 
defeat, kept up his delaying action in the rectangular 
salient bounded by the Oise on the west and the Serre 
on the south. The French proceeded by relatively small 
but persistent action maintained throughout the week to 
drive him out. The bridgehead gained at the confluence 
of the two rivers in the previous week was enlarged 
daily. On the 19th the east bank of the Oise was 
cleared to a point north of Ribemont, and like gradual 
progress was made eastward along the north bank of the 

erre. 

Further east the French and Italians met with an in- 
trenched defensive line running south of the Serre and 
its affluent, the Souche, for several miles eastward to 
the Sissonne marshes. This time they assaulted on a 
front of several miles on Oct. 19, carrying a twofold 
system of trenches and taking upward of 1,000 pris- 
oners. As a result they reached the south bank of the 
upper Serre to its headwaters in the marshes. The en- 
emy, by a concentration-of troops and machine guns on 
the opposite side, vigorously opposed their efforts to 
cross on Oct. 22 and 23. 

_ On Oct. 23 and 24 the French crossed the canal lead- 
ing northward from the Oise, at Grand Verly, and main- 
tained a position on the east bank against German at- 
tacks. Southward, in the Oise-Serre angle, they pressed 
eastward as far as the Feronelle brook. The French 
further east finally broke across the barrier of the 
Souche river at Brazicourt, near the junction with the 
Serre, threatening to gain the road northeast through 
Froidmont. 

In the Argonne. 

In the Argonne the French attacked the west face of 
the enemy’s forest positions north of Grand Pre, by an 
advance eastward from Vouziers on Oct. 18. This move 
put the French in possession of a number of villages, 
including Vandry. The enemy promptly developed 
counter-attacks in the greatest force employed by him 
during the week on any portion of the front. Those at- 
tacks continued throughout the week. They failed to 
drive back the French from their plateau positions east 
of Vouziers. Villages and other positions changed hands 
in the fluctuations of the battle, but the position re- 
mained virtually unaffected. It appeared not impossible 
that the enemy thus devoting his forces to an attempt on 
th® western Argonne front might be preparing an open- 
ing for the Americans operating on the south and east 
fronts, who continued to press forward in local attacks, 
but for the moment desisted from major offensive tactics. 

The American Ist Army operating in the Argonne- 
Meuse region reported stubborn fighting and a number of 
local successes during the early part of the week. On 
the 18th Bantheville was taken by a rush, without artil- 
lery preparation. On the 21ist Hill 297 and the Bois de 
Rappes were captured. On Oct. 23 the Americans occu- 
pied Brieulles, which the enemy had been forced to 
abandon, and so gained another step northward along 
the left bank of the Meuse river. 

At and about Grand Pre the enemy made great efforts 
to re-establish himself, and, according to unofficial ac- 
counts, he did win back for a moment his footing in the 
town, to be driven forth again in the American attack of 
Oct. 23. 

OTHER FRONTS. 


In the Balkans, d’Esperey’s army continued its task 
of driving the Austrians and Germans from northern 
Serbia. A column of French troops, further east, moved 
through Bulgaria and reached the Danube at Lom 
Palanka, opposite Roumanian territory. The import of 
this move must be read in the light of reports that Rou- 
mania has largely been evacuated by the Teuton troops 
of occupation, and that the country shows a disposition 
to re-enter the war on the Allies’ side. 

In Italy only minor operations took place, with the 
Italians on the aggressive. 

Reports of a slight retirement of the Allied forces oper- 
ating south of Archangel in northern Russia coincides 
with news that winter has settled down there with a 
heavy snowfall. 

In Syria the situation*shows no material change. 





GERMAN SUBMARINE Activity LESSENED. 

Two highly satisfactory results are shown in the 
record of submarine activity for the months of June, 
duly and August, the period which is most favorable to 
submarines, which is now being made up, according to 
correspondence of the Associated Press, dated Oct. 10, 
from: an American base. One of these is a steady fall 
in the Allied shipping sunk and the other a steady rise 
in the number of submarines sunk. During the voyage 
of large’ numbers of American troops to foreign ports 
last summer not one troopship was lost, and every sol- 
dier was landed. The losses which did occur were those 
of outward bound ships, mostly freighters going back 
with little or no cargo. The record of tonnage losses 
for the summer is about 260,000 tons, or about 50,000 
tons less than the monthly losses at the beginning of the 
year, and 100,000 tons less than in March. Regarding 
the loss of submarines the one fact that is definitely 
known is that they are being destroyed faster than they 
are being built, but there is not the same exact data as 
to the fluctuation of losses as these are carefully con- 
cealed by the enemy, and the loss of an underwater craft 
is much less apparent than that of one on the surface. 
Among the new German submarines are the U-139, 
U-141 and U-142, built at the Germania Krupp yards at 
Kiel. They have a length of about 315 feet, with six- 
teen knots speed on the surface and nine knots under 
water. They each mount four guns and two machine 
guns, and have four 500-centimeter torpedo tubes, two 
forward and two aft. Hardly a day has passed during 
August, it is said, in which the American naval convoy 
fleet has not had an encounter with an enemy subma- 
rine lurking near the Bay of Biscay, beyond the waters 
of Spain and Portugal. It was during that month the 
number of American troops going to France reached its 
maximim, -Ten American destroyers took part in one 
of the most successful hunts of U-boats on Aug. 9 that 
has yet been their good.fortune. The periscope of one 
of the enemy craft wus sighted 800 yards distant. The 
submarine submerged, but the destroyer steamed ahead 
of her and dropped two depth bombs. The bow of the 
submarine emerged and was at once made the target for 
the destroyer’s guns. ‘The German craft again sub- 
merged and another destroyer dropped two depth charges 
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directly over her at a depth of twenty feet.- The sub- 

marine was not seen again. American destroyers res-

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Navy CHEVRONS FOR THE PRESENT WAE. 

A cireular letter regarding the wearing of service and 
wound chevrons in the Navy has just been issued by the 
Bureau of Navigation, the text of which we hold for 
another week. It explains clearly General Order No, 
422 regarding chevrons, as considerable misunderstand- 
ing on the intent of this order has existed. Ser 
stripes or wound chevrons authorized by General er 
No. 422 can be worn only for service in the present 
war, according te a decision recently handed down 
by the Bureau of Navigation. The decision was 
made in the case of Capt. K. Taussig, U.S.N., 
who inquired if he was entitled to wear a wound chev- 
ron for a wound received during the Boxer Rebellion. 
The Bureau of Navigation wrote: “1. The chevron and 
wound chevron provided for in G.O. 422 are meant to 
be applicable to the present war only, and you are 
therefore not entitled to a wound chevron as provided 
for in G.O. 422 for wound received in action during the 
Boxer Rebellion. 2. It is the bureau’s understanding 
that service stripes and wound chevrons are marks to 
cover the period until permanent marks for the present 
war service are provided. It is assumed that on the 
close of the war special distinguishing marks in the 
form of medals and ribbons will be awarded to officers 
and men who participated in the present cam " 
When such awards have been made it will be no longer 
necessary to use the temporary marks assigned by G.O. 
422. 3%. In view of the fact that an award of medal 
and ribbon has been made for the Boxer Rebellion no 
further, mark can be worn for that campaign.”

Marine Corps War CHEVRONS. 

“Commissioned and warrant officers, pay clerks and 
enlisted men of the Marine Corps,” says Order 52, Oct. 
7, 1918, U.S.M.C., “will wear chevrons, war service, and 
chevrons, wound, similar to those prescribed for the U.S. 
Navy where the service per age them to wear same has 
been performed in connection with the Navy, and similar 
to those prescribed for the U.S. Army where the service 
entitling them to wear same has been performed in con- 
nection with the Army, such chevrons to be awarded in 
conformity with existing general orders in the Navy and 
Army respectively. In the event that existing general 
orders of the Navy and Army do not apply, application 
should be made direct to the major general commandant 
through official channels. A description of the chevrons, 
the manner in which worn and the positions thereof ap- 
pear in paragraph 9344 Uniform Regulations, U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps, Changes No. 15, dated Oct. 3, 1918. These 
chevrons may be purchased by officers from Marine 
Corps depots, and will be issued gratuitously to enlisted 
men. The above mentioned order is made necessary b 
reason of the fact that marines are now serving wi 
the Navy, with the Army, and elsewhere, under circum- 
stances which entitle them to the insignia mentioned.”

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TELEGRAPHERS WANTED For A.E.F. SERvICcE. 


The Signal Corps needs 750 bonus telegraphers for 
service in France. Men skilled im telegraphy, between 
the ages of eighteen and fifty-five, inclusive, should ap- - 
ply at once for details to the Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, Washington, D.C. Requisitions have been re- 
ceived from General Pershing for 750 bonus Morse. tele- 
graph operators to be sent to France between now and 
June 30, 1919. One hundred and fifty qualified men 
are to be sent abroad immediately and the remainder will 
go overseas at the rate of about eighty per month. Men 
between the ages mentioned above, who are qualified, are 
needed at the front and unusual opportunities are offered 
them for early service. Bonus telegraph operators who 
enter the Service will not be kept in training camps 
instruction, ‘but ‘only for a sufficient time to outfit them 
with the necessary clothing and equi t. 
bonus telegraphers, who have physi tions 
for active service, will be accepted for this duty over- 
seas. The Signal Corps states specifically that the 
physical standard will be lowered in cases of men hay- 
ing the necessary technical qualifications, so that prac- 
tically anyone who is physically able to do his 
will be accepted. 
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Unitrep War Work CaMPAIGN. 

Secretary of War Baker and Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels have written to John R. Mott, Director Gen- 
eral of the United War Work Campaign, which is 
scheduled to gommence Nov. 11 and to continue until 
Nov. 18, heartily endorsing the work, and promising to 
do whatever is in their power to make it a great sur- 
cess. The plan is to provide funds to carry on thi 
welfare work among the soldiers both here and 
France’ for another year.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Col. Augustus C. Macomb, Cav., U.S.A., was retired 
from active service Oct. 17. 1918, on account of the age 
limit. He was born in Michigan, Oct. 17, 1854, and 
leaves the active list with an excellent record of service. 
Colonel Macomb originally preferred serving his coun 
try on blue water to serving on the land, and was ap- 
pointed a midskipman at the U.S.N.A. in 1872, but re- 
signed in 1876. He was appointed a second lieutenant 
in the Regular Army Jan. 23, 1878, and was assigned 
to the 4th Infantry, serving with that command on the 
frontier in Montana. He was transferred to the 5th 
Cavalry in June, 1879, and served with that regiment 
in Nebraska, Wyoming, Kansas, Oklahoma and ‘Texas. 
Ie took part in the Crow Indian campaign of 1878 and 
in the Northern Cheyenne and Ute Indian campaigns 
of 1879. Colonel Macomb also served in the Porto Rico 
campaign with the Sth Cavalry and was recommended 
for two brevets for this service. He served in the 
Philippines with his regiment, and was promoted major 
9th Cavalry in April, 1905. He took part among other 
duties in the expedition into Mexico in 1916. He 
reached the grade of colonel of Cavalry Sept. 2, 1914, 
and his last assignment to duty was in command of 
Camp Greene, Charlotte. N.C. Colonel Macomb, who 
belongs to a military family, is a son of the late Col. 
John N. Macomb, U.S.A., and a grandson of the late 
Rear Admiral John Rodgers, U.S.N. He is also a 
brother of Brig. Gen. Montgomery M. Macomb, ‘U.S.A., 
retired, and the father of Lieut. Col. John G. Macomb, 
U.S. Infantry, at present serving with the American 
Expeditionary Force. Colonel Macomb is a graduate 
of the Army War College.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. Edward Sigerfoos, U.S.A., reported on Oct. 
24 as having died in a hospital in France from wounds 
received in action, is the first general officer in the United 
States Army so far reported as dying from wounds. 
General Sigerfoos was born in Ohio Dec. 14, 1868, and 
entered the Regular Army from civil life Aug. 1, 1891, 
as a second lieutenant in the 5th Infantry. He was only 
recently appointed a brigadier general. Among other 
duties he went to Cuba with the 5th Infantry in August, 
1898, and later served with it in the Philippines. He 
served with the 5th Infantry until September, 1913, at 
which time be was promoted major, 7th Infantry. He 
was later assigned to the 15th Infantry, and was serving 
with that command in China early in 1917. General 
Sigerfoos was an honor graduate of the Infantry and 
Cavalry school, a graduate of the War College, and held 
the degree of Ph.B., Ohio State University, and the de- 
gree of LL.B., LL.M., University of Minnesota. 

Col. James A. Shannon, U.S.A., one of the ablest and 
most popular of the younger officers of the Army, was 
killed Oct. 8 in the attack on the village of Chatel Che- 
herry, on.the west bank of the Aire. Five days before 
his death he had joined his division after having been 
on duty at the General Headquarters of the American 
Expeditionary Force. Before the night ot the attack 
he was given command of a regiment thew awaiting or- 
ders to advance. He had reached the venter of the vil- 
lage when he was hit in the back of the neck by a shell 
fragment and the vertebrae severed. Ile was taken at 
once to a hospital, where an X-ray examination of his 
wound showed tha®it was fatal. He died a few hours 
Jater. Colonel Shannon was born in Mian>2sota, May 25. 
1879, and was a graduate of the U.S. Military Academy, 
class of 1903. He was assigned a second lieutenant in 
the 27th Cavalry, June 11, 1903, and commissioned a 
first lieutenant March 11, 1911. On Oct. 24, 1914, he 
was assigned to the ilth Cavalry. He sorved under 
General Pershing as chief of the famous Apache scouts 
duirng the expedition into Mexico in 1916. His widow 
is a daughter of Brig. Gen. Eli D. Hovie, U.S.A,, re- 
tired. She is living with her father at 16 Hesketh 
street, Chevy Chase, Washington, D.C. Of Colonel 
Shannon's death “I. G.” writes: “Thus passed from 
this life another golden sacrifice for humanity and civil- 
ization. This splendid officer and gentleman will be 
mourned by all who ever knew him well. He repre- 
sented all that is best and noblest in the military pro- 
fession. He leaves his wife (née Imogene Hoyle, daugh- 
ter of Brig. Gen. Eli D. Hoyle, U.S.A., retired), and 
three little daughters, who are now residing in Chevy 
Chase, Md. He is also survived by his parents and 
by a brother and two sisters. It is not too much to say 
that the Army had in it no more gallant, knightly and 
accomplished officer. His characfer and conduct were 
so pure and high that his presence alone exerted a good 
influence wherever his pathway led. May God grant 
consolation to the stricken widow and the dear little 
girls whom he loved and who loved him with a love no 
words can describe.” 

Col. Albert Lear Hall, 50th Field Art., U.S.A., died at 
Camp Bowie, Texas, on Oct. 18, 1918, at the age of 
thirty-six. Pneumonia and other complications ensuing 
from an attack of Spanish influenza were the cause of 
his death. Colonel Hall was born in Indiana May 2, 
1882, and entered the Regular Army from civil life as a 
second lieutenant, 28th Infantry, in April, 1905. He 
was assigned to the Field Artillery in 1907. He had been 
ordered to Camp Bowie just a week prior to his illness, 
which was of ten days’ duration, and was acting as 
camp commander at the time. Since the return of Col- 
onel Hall from the Philippines one year ago he has been 
an instructor, and of recent months assistant director 
of the Department of Gunnery at the School of Fire, 
Fort Sdl, Okla., while there endearing himself to officers 
who were fortunate enough t®be affiliated with. him dur- 
ing their course at the school. He is survived by his 
widow, who was Daisy Marion DeGraff, of Bismarck, 
N.D., his six-year-old son, Lewis Albert, and his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Albert W. Hall, of Indianapolis, 
Ind. The interment took place on Oct. 22, 1918, with 
fall military honors, in Crown Hill Cemetery, Indian- 
apolis, Ind. Brig. Gen. Fred T. Austin, commanding 
Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., in speaking of the death of 
Colonel Hal!, said in part: “Colonel Hall was one of 
the foremost Field Artillery officers in this country. He 
was a man of sterling qualities, able, efficient, resource- 
ful and loyal. He was a polished gentleman, an accom- 
plished scholar and g splendid officer. Though always a 
strict disciplinarian, he inspired the confidence and 
loyalty of his men because of his efficiency and ability. 
He was loved by all who knew him and I have never 
known a braver man. In his untimely death his fellow 
officers have lost a true friend, his wife and family a 
loving father and husband, the United States Army an 
officer of great promise.” ; 

Lieut. Comdr. George A. Trever, U.S.N., died at the 
naval hospital, Brooklyn, N.Y., on Oct. 14, 1918, as the 
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result of injuries received in an accident on board the 
submarine 0-5, of which vessel he was in command. 
Commander Trever leaves a widow, Mrs. Bess McMillen 
Trever, and two small daughters, Nancy and Betty, 
now residing in San Diego, Cal., where burial took place 
on Oct. 4 

Lieut. Comdr. Arthur A. Rehm, Dental Corps, U.S.N., 
died at the naval hospital, Washington, D.C., on Oct. 20, 
1918, of pneumonia, following influenza. Lieutenant 
Rehm was attached to the naval medical supply depot, 
Brooklyn, N.Y., where he was in charge of procuring 
dental equipment and supplies for the 500 dental offli- 
cers of the Navy. Prior to going to Brooklyn Lieuten- 
ant Commander Rehm had had nearly four years’ sea 
service, the last thirteen months of which were spent 
in European waters following the declaration of. war. 
He was born in Connecticut on Oct. 16, 1886. 

Lieut. Col. Truman W. Carrithers, Gen. Staff Corps, 
U.S.A., died at Walter Reed Hespital on Oct. 17, 1918, 
of pneumonia, following an attack of influenza of about 
ten days’ duration. The funeral took place Oct. 19, 
1918. After the funeral mass, celebrated by Chaplain 
J. W. Daily, U.S.A., chaplain at the Walter Reed Hos- 
pital, the remains were borne to Arlington National 
Cemetery. A squadron of dismounted cavalry from Fort 
Myer, lead by its band, escorted the cortege. The pall 
bearers, six members of the West Point class of 1903, 
to which the deceased belonged, were Brig. Gen. W. H. 
Rose, Cols. G. W. Cocheu, Clifford Jonegy and Lieut. 
Cél. Charles Telford, Gen. Staff Corps, Lieut. Col. 
Charles H. Patterson, I.G. Dept., and Lieut. Col Ed- 
ward A. Brown, A.G. Dept. A large detail of officers 
from the War College Section of the General Staff, 
where the deceased was on duty prior to his illness and 
death, represented the War Department. The flowers, 
beautiful and of great variety, included a large bouquet 
of white crysanthemums and roses from the class of 
1903. Thus the remains of the youngest member of the 
class—“B. J.,” as he was popularly and lovingly known 
by his dasumintl ont contemporaries at the Academy— 
were taken to their last resting place. Colonel Carrithers 
is survived by his wife, formerly Miss Hope Donnelly, 
of Peroria, Ill., and one son, aged eleven. 

Major Join Benjamin Duckstad, Inf., ,U.S.A. (Reg- 
ular Army), was killed in the early p.rt of September 
in France in a motorcycle accident. Major Duckstad 
was born Aug. 31, 1889, at Fertile. Minn., and was 
graduated from the .U.S.M.A. in 1915. He was first 
assigned to duty with the 4th U.S. Infantry at Browns- 
ville, Texas. In May, 1917, he was transferred to the 
newly formed 58th U.S. Infantry, with which he was 
stationed first at Gettysburg, Pa., and then at Camp 
Greene, Charlotte, N.C. He went to France in May 
with the rank of captain, and in command of the ma- 
chine gun company of the regiment. In that capacity 
he particpated in the Marne drive of July 18, and dur- 
ing the early part of August spent nine days on the front 
line with no relief. On July 30 he received his majority 
and on coming out of action was given command of the 
12th Machine Gun Battalion. Shortly before his death 
he was placed on the staff of Major Gencral Cameron, 
4th Division. The last word received from him was 
dated Aug. 31, a letter to hirx wife, who is living with 
her grandparents at 227 Carlisle street, Gettysburg, Pa., 
in which he stated that he expected to be sent home 
soon as an instructor. Beside his widow, who was Miss 
Dorothy Zane, of Gettysburg, Major Duckstad leaves a 
son, Eric Edward Duckstad, whom he never saw, his 
father, one brother and one sister. 


Major Henry P. Torrey, U.S.M.C., fell a victim to 
pneumonia and died at sea while en route with his regi- 
ment for France Sept. 24, 1918. Major Torrey was 
twenty-nine years of age, the youngest son of the late 
Col. Zerah W. Torrey, U.S.A. He entered the Marine 
Corps as a second lieutenant in 1913. He went with the 
Marines to Vera Cruz, Mexico, in 1914, and later served 
with gallantry in Haiti, fighting the hostile Cacos. He 
was appointed company commander of the Haitian 
gendarmerie in 1916, and was relieved from this duty in 
August of this year at his earnest request in order to 
join the 13th Regiment of Marines then under orders 
for duty overseas. “Impulsive, generous, brave and 
lovable,” writes a correspondent, “he died as unselfishly 
and heroically as he was willing and anxious to do had 
he been privileged to fight on the field of battle. Major 
Torrey was buried at Arlington National Cemetery 
with simple military honors on Oct. 14. He is survived 
by his young wife, his mother and two brothers—one a 
major in the American Army in France and the other a 
major in the Marine Corps. 

Capt. F. S. Owen, San. Corps, U.S.A., died at the 
Walter Reed General Hospital, Washington, D.C., on 
Oct. 13, 1918, of influenza. Captain Owen was an in- 
structor at the Army Medical School. He is survived 
by a wife, mother and a brother. The interment was 
in the West Point Cemetery, West Point, N.Y., on Oct. 
17, where a military and masonic funeral was held. ¢ 

Capt. Starr Sedgwick Eaton, 23d Inf., U.S.A., was 
killed in action at Thiaucourt, France, on Sept. 14, 1918. 
Major Peyton, in a letter to Mrs. Eaton, writes: “I can 
only assure you of the personal distress of all officers 
and men in the battalion, to whom he was well known. 
Absolutely without fear, a born soldier and.leader of 
men, Captain Eaton commanded the affectionate regard 
of all of us.” Shortly before his death Captain Eaton 
received the Distinguished Service Cross, his recom- 
mendation being as follows: “Capt. Starr S. Eaton, 23d 
Inf., for his absolute fearlessness and coolness in action 
inspiring his men to such an extent that many men 
stated that they would follow him to Berlin. He also 
conducted a detachment of his company against a ma- 
chine gun position in front of Co. I, 23d Inf., and by 
reducing it and capturing prisoners permitted a portion 
of Company I to advance to its objective.” Captain 
Eaton was a native of Madison, Wis., son of Dr. and 
Mrs. E. L. Eaton, and a graduate of the University of 
Wisconsin. He saw six months of service at the Mexi- 
ean border 23 a member of the Wisconsin National 
Guard, Company G. In March, ‘1917, he received a 
commission in the Regular Army. In April, 1918, 
shortly before leaving the United States Captain Eaton 
was married to Miss Louise K. Sprague, of Worcester, 
Mass. Mrs. Eaton is at her parents’ home. An only 
brother, Lieut. Howard O. Eaton, U.S.A., is at Camp 
Hancock, Ga. 

Lieut. William Henel, jr., U.S.A., died from pneu- 
monia at his home, 1114 Putnam avenue, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., on Oct. 9, 1918. Lieutenant Henel was a graduate 
of the second Plattsburg Training Camp and- was as- 
signed to Camp Dix, then transferred to the Signal 
Aviation Branch at Rich Field, Waco, Texas, where he 
organized the 72d Aero Squadron and took it to Gar 
den City July 16, 1918. He leaves a wife and infant 
son. 

Ensign Arnold H. Peaslee, U.S.N., died Sept. 27,

Apvice Acaryst Droprine War Risk INSURANCE. 


In order to correct an erroneous impression amonz 
the enlisted men of the Army in regard to War Risk 
Insurance, the Secretary of War has sent the following 
communication to all division, camp, depot brigade com- 
manders, etc.: “Reports from camps indicate that man 
soldiers.” are dropping their War Risk Insurance ~ 
cause their beneficiaries have failed to receive insurance 
certificates. You should take immediate and effective 
steps to counteract this tendency. Because of delay in 
receiving insurance certificates, many enlisted men be- 
lieve they are paying for protection which they are not 
receiving. This is entirely erroneous. Government in- 
surance is effective regardless of the receipt of the in- 
surance certificate, provided proper application has been 
made and premiums are being paid. The certificate is 
merely evidence of the existence of the contract of in- 
surance and forms no part thereof. Explain this thor- 
oughly to all men taking insurance, and urge them in 
turn to explain this to their relatives and beneficiaries. 
Take every reasonable and proper means to discourage 
the discontinuance of War Risk Insurance. If the true 
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value of the Government protection, both for the present 
and the future, is impressed on the men, they will not be 
inclined to drop their insurance. . Insurance certificates 
are being sent. forward by the Bureau of War Risk In- 
surance as rapidly as limited space and an unprecedented 
onrush of business. will permit. To date more than 2,- 
369,657 certificates have been mailed.” 





Losses In SINKING oF TRANSPORT TICONDEROGA. 

The announcement was made by the War Department, 
Oct. 15, that the exact number of Army losses in the 
sinking of the American troop transport Ticonderoga by 
a German submarine on Sept. was two officers and 
ninety-nine men. This announcement by the War De- 
partment brings the total loss of life to 213, the Navy 
having previously reported ten officers and 102 men of 
the crew dead and two officers carried off as prisoners 
by the submarine. Tlie officers lost were Lieuts. Joseph 
W. Freeman, of Wetumpka, Ala., and Cleveland C. 
Frost, Berea, Ky. More than half the enlisted men 
lost from the Army were from Ohio. The Ticonderoga, 
formerly the German steamship Camilla Rickmers, was 
torpedoed 1,700 miles from shore, and the only known 
survivors were three officers and five men of the crew, 
in addition to the fourteen soldiers saved. The sub- 
marine is reported to have shelled the lifeboats, killing 
— of those who had succeeded in leaving the ship 
safely.

Hay CoMPRESSING PLANTS. 

Hay recompressing plants with a daily capacity of 
approximately 1,500 tons are being operated at the pres- 
ent time by the Fuel and Forage Division of the Quar- 
termaster Corps. Arrangements have been made for the 
speedy completion of other plants which will bring the 
total daily recompressing capacity up to 2,000 tons. 
Based on a month of twenty working days, this will 
give an output of 40,000 tons per month which amount 
will more than meet the monthly consumption overseas. 
Further recompressing plants will have to be constructed 
in order to build up a larger overseas reserve stock, and 
every effort is now being made by the Fuel and Forage 
Division to put the construction of these additional 
plants into motion.

HEARING ON RELATIVE RANK FOR NURSES. 

A hearing on the Lewis-Raker bill conferring rela- 
tive military rank on Army nurses is to be held shortly.

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NEw ENGINEER CANTONMENT. 

Work will start Oct. 29 at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
on the construction of a new cantonment to furnish 
quarters for ten regiments of Engineers. Major H. W. 
Lockett, U.S.A.; Capt. T. B. Matt, U.S.A., who is to 
have charge of the work here, and W. M. Sutherland, 
president of the W. M. Sutherland Building and Con- 
tracting Company, of St. Louis, Mo., have arrived to 
arrange for the commencement of the work. The latest 
advices are to the effect that the new buildings will be 
for the accommodation of about 16,500 soldiers. Capt. 
W. J. Mathews, U.S.A., of Fort Leavenworth, Kas., has 
received orders for work to start on cantonments for 
the. first three regiments. The new buildings are to 
house ten regiments in addition to the regular quar- 
ters and cantonments that will accommodate 5,500 men. 
Construction for 12,000 additional Engineer troops had 
been decided on.

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PNEUMONIA VACCINATION FoR Wak Dert Starrs. 

Announcement is made by the office of the Surgeon 
General that the prophylactic vaccination against pneu- 
monia is now available to all officers, enlisted men and 
employees on duty in the War Department. Heretofore 
it was available only to employees of the office of the 
Surgeon General... The vaccine will be administered at 
the Army Medical School, 462 Louisiana avenue, N.W., 
every day except Sunday between four and 4:30 p.m. 
The Medical Department emphasizes the fact that this 
vaccine is intended t6 afford a certain degree of protec- 
tion to healthy individuals against pneumonia. It is not 
intended to cure those already sick. It is not advised 
for persons suffering from acute colds or fever. The 
vaccine now being used is manufactured by the Medical 
Department of the Army and is given in a single in- 
jection. It guards against three types of pneumonia? 
Reactions are, as a rule, rather less pronounced than 
after dnti-typhoid vaccination. 
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BoneLess Pork. 

Owing to the fact that the overseas forces are requisi- 
tioning 1,000 tons of fresh boneless pork per month, the 
War Department has directed that the issue of fresh 
pork to troops in the United States will be suspended 
until further ordered, as there is now a temporary short- 
age in the runs of hogs in the prinicpal markets of the 
United States which condition will probably exist until 
about Dee. 1, 
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A “PEACE OF VIOLENCE.” 

The outstanding military features of the week of Oct. 
19-26 is the fact that the Allies after four years of war 
have broken down both flanks of the enemy’s long lines 
stretching across Europe. By the beginning of this 
week the right flank of the Germans had been driven 
back from the Belgian coast on the North Sea and two 
days later French troops had reached their left flank 
along the Danube in Bulgaria, cutting off Teutonic dp- 
proach to the Black Sea down that stream. Concrete 
evidence of Bulgaria’s military collapse is given by this 
approach to the Danube and puts Rumania once again 
within the prospective shelter of the Allied forces since 
the French and Serbian armies now safely hold twenty- 
two miles of the Danube along its southern boundary. 
It is one of the curious parallels of the European war 
that these Allied military triumphs should have taken 
place in the two regions so closely linked with the be- 


ginnings of the war, the Balkans and Belgium. They 
are a part of the dark shadows Germany sees creeping 
across her plans of military domination of the world to 


which the 1st American Field Army is adding its share 
as it makes its way slowly but steadily down the valley 
of the Meuse toward the fortress of Sedan. 

It is these shadows that have caused Germany to 
inaugurate her proposals for an armistice. In a speech 
made at the opening of the German Reichstag on Oct. 
22, Prince Maximilian of Baden,.the German chancellor, 
said that “we must be. prepared to resist a peace of 


violence.” The Germans began a “peace offensive” on 
March 21 and now the Allied armies from the Scheldt 
to the Danube are giving them in return a “peace of 
violence,” in the chancellor’s phrase. “‘When we take 
our advantage unrelentingly, then we make war” is a 
sound military maxim and the only one the United 
States and her Allies can follow now, as they must 


follow. No soldier in the U.S. Army but knows this, 
nor does any sailor in the U.S. Navy hold to any other 
thought but that by unrelenting war is the defeat of 


the Germans and Austrians to be gained. In the his- 
torical memories. awakened by the military events in 
the Balkans and in Belgium we think back to that 
earlier German ruler, King Henry IV., who in 1077 went 
to Canossa to make his peace with.Pope Gregory and 
was obliged to stand for three days as a suppliant 
“fasting and barefooted” without the castle that was 
the Pope’s temporary resting place, before Gregory would 
see him. In the ’70s of the last century, when the Ger- 
man government had a conflict with the Catholic Church, 
Bismarck proudly said, ““We shall not go to Canossa.” 
The hour is approaching, it. appears, when the “king of 
Prussia” and not the German Emperor—as the Presi- 
dent with diplomatic irony distinguishes William II.— 
will have to repeat the journey to his Canossa, which 
will be the dictates of the military advisers of the Presi- 
dent and of the Allied governments. * 


The American and German Notes. 


Secretary for Foreign Affairs Solf, acting for the Ger- 
man government, on Oct. 21, transmitted a note to the 
Government of the United States in which he said that 
his government accepted the “proposal” for an evacua- 
tion of occupied territories; suggested that the condi- 
tions for an armistice should be left to the “military ad- 
visers,” which apparently was intended to include those 
of Germany, and that “the actual standard of power on 
both sides in the field has to form the basis for ar 
rangements safeguarding and guaranteeing this stand- 
ard.” It was added that the German government hoped 
that the President would “approve of no demand which 
would be irreconciliable with the honor of the German 
people and with opening a way to a peace of justice.” 
The German note further protested “against the re- 
proach of illegal and inhumane actions made against 
the German land and sea forces, and thereby against the 
German people.” Denial was made that “the German 
navy, in sinking ships has ever purposely destroyed life- 
boats with their passengers.” It was suggested that 
“with regard to all those charges that the facts be 
cleared up by a neutfal commission.” It was declared 
that orders had been dispatched to all submarine com- 
manders “precluding the torpedoing of passenger ships, 
without, however, being able to guarantee that these 
orders will reach every single submarine at sea before 
its return.” It was announced that the constitution of 
the German government “did not provide for a concur- 
rence: of representation of the people in decisions of 
peace and war. ‘These conditions have undergone a 
fundamental change. A new government has been 
formed in complete accordance with the wishes (prin- 
ciple) of the representation of the people, based on 
equal, universal, secret, direct franchise.” It was added 
that “the first act of the new government has been te 
lay before the Reichstag a bill to alter the constitution 
of the empire so that the consent of the representation | 
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of the people is required for decisions of peace and 
war.” 

Secretary of State Lansing replied to this Oct. 23 by 
saying that the only armistice President Wilson would 
feel justified in submitting for consideration would be 
one which “would leave the United States and the 
Powers associated with her in a position to enforce any 
arrangements that may be entered into and to make a 
renewal of hostilities on the part of Germany impos- 
sible.” He added that the President had transmitted 
his correspondence with the present German authori- 
ties to the governments with which the Government of 
the United States is associated as a belligerent, with 
the suggestion that if those governments are disposed to 
effect peace upon the terms and principles indicated, their 
military advisers and the military advisers of the 
United States be asked to submit to the governments 
associated against Germany the necessary terms: of 
such xan armistice possible from the military point of 
view. It was added that “it does not appear that the 
principle of a government respdngible to the German 
people has yet been fully worked out or that any guar- 
antees either exist or are in contemplation that the alter- 
ations of principle and of practice now partially agreed 
upon will be permanent,” and that it “is evident that the 
German people have no means of commanding the acqui- 
escence of the military authorities of the empire in the 
popular will; that the power of the King of Prussia to 
control the policy of the empire is unimpaired; that the 
determining initiative still remains with those who have 
hitherto been the masters of Germany.” 

In conclusion it was stated that “if it (the Govern- 
ment of the United States) must deal with the military 
masters and the monarchial autocrats of Germany now, 
or if it is likely to have to deal with them later in re- 
gard to the-international obligations of the German em- 
pire, it must demand, not peace negotiations, but sur- 
render. Nothing can be gained by leaving this essential 
thing unsaid.” . 

On Oct. 17 a resolution was introduced in the United 
States Senate by Senator Gore that “the Senate advise 
the President as to its readiness. to consent to a treaty 
concluding a just and acceptable peace ‘with the Ger- 
man people themselves,’ in accordance with the methods 
proposed by the President.” - 





Our Reply to Austria-Hungary. 

In reply to the note from the Austro-Hungarian gov* 
ernment of Oct. 7 asking for the conclusion of an 
armistice, Secretary Lansing on Oct. 19 dddressed the 
following note to W. A. F. Ekengren, chargé d'affaires 
of the Swedish Legation, who acted for Austria-Hun- 
gary in the matter. Omitting its formal address and 
conclusion the note reads: 

“The President deems it his duty to say to the Austro- 
Hungarian Government that he cannot entertain the 
tpresent suggestions of that Government because of 
certain, events of utmost importance, which, occuring 
since the delivery of his address of the eighth of Jan- 
uary last, have necessarily altered the attitude and 
responsibility of the Government of the United States. 
Among the fourteen terms of peace which the President 
formulated at that time, occured the following: 

“X.—The peoples of Austria-Hungary, whose place 
among the nations we wish to see safeguarded and 
assured, should be accorded the freest opportunity of 
autonomous developement. 

“Since that sentence was written and uttered to the 
Congress of the United States, the Government of the 
United States has recognized that a state of bellig- 
erency exists between the Czecho-Slovaks and the German 
and Austio-Hungarian Empires-and that the Czecho- 
Slovak National Council is a de facto belligerent Goy- 
ernment clothed with proper authority to direct the 
military and political affairs of the 'Czecho-Slovaks, 
It has also recognized in the fullest manner the justice 
ef the nationalistic aspirations of the Jugo-Slays for 
freedom. 

“The President is, therefor, no longer at liberty to 
accept the mere ‘autonomy’ of these peoples as a basis 
ef peace, but is obliged to insist that they, and not he, 
shall be the judges of what action on the part of the 
Austro-Hungarian Government will satisfy their aspir- 
ations and their conception of their rights and destiny as 
members of the family of nations.” 
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A- NEW NAVY BUILDING PROGRAM. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels gave to the House Com- 
mittee on’ Naval Affairs on Oct. 22 an outline of a new 
three-year building program to cost approximately $600,- 
000,000, which he proposes submitting to Congress. 
While Secretary Daniels did not give all the details of 
the proposed program, for the reason that some minor 
changes are likely to be made before the final estimates 
are completed, the folowing summary of the peozram is 
substantially correct. It reads: 

“The new program of 156 vessels prescribes specific 
numbers of battleships and battle cruisers only—there 
being ten battleships asked for and six battle cruisers, 
As regards small vessels, although the total number is te 
be 140, it is simply asked that they be of types already 
approved and in existence, or of new types which may 
develop during the life of the program, the details being 
left to the discretion of the Navy Department. 

“The new three-year program is a continuation of the 
policy adopted in 1916 of increasing the Navy and con- 
tempk«tes its steady upbuilding and improvement. It is 
im line with the policy adopted by this Government, and 








which has met with the entire approval of the American 
people, of building up a Navy strong enough to meet all 


requirements. This program, if authorized by Congress, 
as I am confident it will be, will give us sixteen capital 
ships that will’be the equal of any afloat at the time 
they are built. The battleships and battle cruisers au- 
thorized in the first three-year program will be unex- 
celled by those of any other navy, and the country may 
rest assured that, in the new construction authorized, 
our constructors will produce the most powerful and 
effective of fighting craft. 

“The imperative necessity of turning out as rapidly as 
possible all the destroyers and other types of craft 
needed in the war against the submarine—for the necessi- 
ties of warfare for the time required us to concentrate 
upon this class of construction—has led to th fear in 
some quarters that in devoting-so much necessary atten- 
tion to the building of smaller craft we might fail some 
in looking out for the future in building the capital 
ships, on which ‘the strength of a navy ultimately de- 
pends. This the naval authorities have always had in 
mind. The three-year program adopted jp 1916 pro- 
vided for ten battleships’ and six battle cruisers. Now 
we ask for as many more, to be built as those formerly 
authorized are completed and facilities become ‘available. 

“The total expenditure authorized upon this new 
program is $600,000,000, the provision for the first 
year being a third of this, $200,000,000. This is exclu- 
sive of estimates for emergency appropriations for new 
vessels to be built under war urgency, which total 
$140,000,000, and also of estimates for continuing and 
pushing the old program, the emergency construction of 
destroyers under way, etc. Including the $600,000,000 
for which authorization is requested, the total estimates 
of the department for ship construction, including armor 
and armament, amount this year to $972,090,000.” 
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NAVY AND MARINE CORPS NOTES. 
More Men for the Navy. 


Two hundred thousand recruits for the Navy will be 
needed in the coming year, mainly to man merchant ships 
in Government service, Secretary Daniels has informed 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs, in favoring pas- 
sage of a bill Yor the purchase of 520 acres ef land for 
enlargement of the Hampton Roads Training Station. 
This increase would bring the naval personnel to more 
than 700,000 men, compared with 54,000 at the begin- 
ning of the war. The additional land at Hampton Roads 
is now under lease to the Government, and the Navy 
Department hopes to double the facilities there so as 
to train 25,000 recruits at one time. Representative 
Padgett, chairman of the naval committee, announced on 
Oct. 23 that the bill for the purchase would be favorably 
reported and also one for acquisition of 300 acres of 
farm land adjoining the U.S. Naval Academy property.

“The Marine Corps’s Quota. 


Offices of the Marine Corps express gratification over 
the smooth working of the recently devised system for 
raising the full quota of the Marine Corps through in- 
auctions from the draft boards. Under the system the 
corps is receiving the quota of 5,000 men per month 
which was authorized under the recent Naval Appro- 
priation Act, which calls for an increase in that corps 
of’ 75,500. When it became known that voluntary re- 
eruiting for the Marine Corps would be no longer per- 
mitted there was apprehension among its officers that 
the class of material made available would not measure 
up to the high standard which had heretofore been de- 
manded of thé men who sought service with the Marines, 
This, however, has not been the case, for the men who 
desire to serve in the Marine Corps first present them- 
selves and are examined and if accepted for Class 1-A 
they are then inducted into the corps. The high stand- 
ards have been maintained and requests are made on 
local draft boards only for such men as meet the full 
requirements. No difficulty has been experienced in 


obtaining all the men that are wanted, as the popularity 
of the Marine Corps has greatly.increased since its splen- 
did record. has been added to on the battlefields of 
France. As expressed by an officer of the corps, “There 
has been no abatement of enthusiasm at ahy time for - 
service in the Marine Corps and it is getting as high 
a class of men As we could havé obtained under any sys- 
tem.” 


The Leviathan’s Commanders. " 

The announcement ‘from the ‘Navy Department that 
Rear Admiral Benjamin C. Bryan, U.S.N., due to, his 
recent promotion from captain, had been relieved from 
command of the U.S.S. Leviathan by Capt. W. W. Phelps 
calls attention to the wonderful record the famous ocean 
liner (formerly the German steamer Vaterland) has 
made in crossing the Atlantic, and landing safely so 
many thousands of troops. When the number of men 
this mighty ship has carried is made known later it will 
form an interesting bit of war history. The first com- 
mander of the Leviathan when she began to make his- . 
tory in carrying troops was Capt. Joseph W. Oman, who 
has performed almost twice the number of years at sea 
that he has on shore duty, and he handled his great re- 
sponsibility with the utmost success. He was born in 
Pennsylvania Aug. 15, 1864. Rear Admiral Bryan, who 
relieved Captain Oman, was born in New York Aug. 16, 
1858, and has received high commendation for his 
handling of the Leviathan and for the regularity of his 
trips. Captain Phelps, the new commander of the 
great ship, was born in Maryland Noy. 26, 1869, and 
his years of sea duty largely outweighs the years of his 
shore duty. He was previously in command of the trans- 
port Great Northern, so is no stranger to the work and 
responsibility of transporting troops. 

Conduct of Navy Officers and Men. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels made public Oct: 12 
two letters issued by Vice Admiral Henry B. Wilson,~ 
U.S.N., to the naval forces operating under his com- 
mand in European waters, which so thoroughly met with 
the approval of Vice Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., 
that he cabled them to the Navy Department. Secre- 
tary Daniels, in turn, decided to make them public be- 
cause “théy express so well the «-‘rit of the American 
Navy.” The first letter relate: ‘onduct of offi- 
cers ashore and the second to tu. cvuduct of the en- 
listed men on liberty. The letter to officers says, in 
part: “It seems to be the idea of a few individuals that 
the uniform of an officer bestows upon the wearer spe- 
cial privileges and licenses. That this is a false and a 
fatal idea it seems hardly necessary to state. It should 
not be necessary to point out to any officer the fact that 
he is an example to his men. Your men know you 
better than you think, and their judgment upon you is 
searching and severe. Though we are outside the bounds 
of our own land its laws and customs have not changed. 
We are still responsible to the moral law of our own 
home and our own country.” To the enlisted men Rear 
Admiral Wilson wrote, in part: “We are guests in the 
house of another people. Our home will be judged by 
our conduct in theirs. We still live under the rules, 
laws and spirit of the place from which we come. Our 
nation stands for everything that is contrary to the 
spirit of arrogant power and tyranny. Let us prove 
that by our lives here. Live here the proud, manly, 
existence that is justly expected. Be courteous, tem- 
perate and self-controlled. We are here for a great, 
high and solemn purpose. Let every personal desire be 
subordinated te *hat righteous purpose.” 
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DIVISION OF GENERAL INFORMATION, 

Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General, 
has announced the creation of a new division in the 
War Department that will be welcomed by the public / 
having business with that branch of the Service. It is 
called the Division of General Information, and it is 
for the express purpose of imparting information to the 
public concerning the Army. That is, any information 
that can properly be made public. The new division 
is in charge of Col. Roy A. Hill, U.S.A., attached to 
The Adjutant General’s Office, and is situated in Room 
No. 248 on the second floor of the War Departmént 
Building at Pennsylvania avenue and 17th street. Ex- 
perts have been installed in the new offices and they are 
prepared to answer any question pertaining to the Army 
in America or abroad that military reasons will permit. 
One of the chief functions of the-new division will be 
to keep relatives in this country informed in regard to 
casualties among the American forces abroad. It will 
continue the present practice of sending out letters of 
notification to relatives when men are wounded, killed 
or taken prisoner on the other side, and wherever possi- 
ble will give full details. General Harris emphatically 
denies that casualty lists are being kept back and de- 
clares that inaccuracies and delays in the past have 
been due to the almost impossible task of gathering ac- 
curate returns from the wide ficlds over which American 
troops are fighting with the speed that is due to the 
folks back home. All casualties have been published as 
soon as it was possible to verify and classify them. 
There were delays, he says, but these, in a great meas- 


ure, will be overcome by a new system that has been” 
worked out and the new division will be in a position to 


publish all such news much more promptly than for- 
merly. It will also be possible, through the new divi- 
sion, to obtain information about the personnel of not 
only the forces abroad but of those serving in the United 


States. 





THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


The House of Representatives passed the “first defi- 
ciency appropriation bill for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1919,” carrying a total of $6,345,755,666, on Oct. 
18 without a dissenting vote, and it was sent to the 
Senate on the same day. The “War Salvage Commis- 
sion” provision was stricken from the measure, as was 
that provision empowering the Chief of Ordnance to 
make agreement with. local authorities for the Govern- 
ment to pay half the cost of roads damaged by Army 


vehicles. 

Secretary of the Treasury W. G. McAdoo has submit- 
ted to the House of Representatives as coming from the 
Acting Secretary of War a supplemental estimate of 
appropriations in the sum of 484,301.77 required 
by the Chemical Warfare Service for the fiscal year 
1919, in lieu of the estimate for $198,000,000 heretofore 
submitted. 

Mr. McKellar, for the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, submitted a: report to accompany the bill (S. 
4990) reporting the same back to the Senate with the 
recommendation for the passage of the bill. This measure 
would repeal the proviso in the Selective Service Act 
giving the President alone power to appoint officers with 
rank not above that of colonel; officers above that grade 
to be appointed “by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate.” The report points out that 
the necessity of immediately increasing the “official Mil- 
itary Establishment” at the time of the passage of the 

tive Service Act was pressing and that it was nec- 
essary to effcet this increase “in an unprecedented man- 
ner.” Now that this necessity has passed “there is no 
reason why all officers commissioned should not receive 
the sanction of the Senate,” and since there is “no 
longer any need for undue haste it is believed that better 
and more efficient officers will be ‘secured by following 
the constitutional method.” 

Mr. Dent, from the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, submitted a report to accompany H.R. 13015, 
amending that part of the Army Appropriation Bill ap- 
proved July 9, 1918, which provides for “longevity pay 
for men other than the Regular Army.” The House bill 
as amended would read: “That all officers and enlisted 
men of the force of the Army of the United States shall, 
for the purposes of determining their right to longevity 
pay, be entitled to count service in the National Guard or 
Organized Militia of any state, territory or district.” The 
House committee recommends.that the bill be passed, 
stating that in this form it has been recommended by 
the office of the Judge Advocate General. 

Mr. Chamberlain, from the Senate Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs, submitted a report recommending that the 
bill (H. 13037) be passed, making a part of his report 
a letter from Benedict Crowell, Acting Secretary of 
War, asking for the passage of the bill, which would 
amend the 50th Article of War. Acting Secretary Crow- 
ell mentions in his letter that General Pershing approved 
of the changes suggested, which would include with the 

wer to order the execution of the sentence adjudged 

y a court-martial the right to mitigate or remit the 
whole or any part of the sentence. Mr. Chamberlain 
also submitted a recommendation for the passage of the 
bill (S. 4857) which would authorize the Secretary of 
War “during the present war and until the close of the 
fiscal year in which the war terminates” to issue his 
requisitions for advances to disbursing officers and 
agents of the Army under an “Army account of ad- 
vanees” not to exceed the tdtal appropriation for the 
Army, the amount so advanced to be exclusively used to 
pay, upon proper vouchers, obligations lawfully payable 
under the respective appropriations. ‘ 

A resolution (S.R. 317) was introduced in the Senate 
on Oct. 17 by Mr. Freylinghuysen instructing the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs to make an ‘inquiry 
into the cause of the Morgan munition plant to deter- 
mine whether the cause of the disaster was _an accident 
or “the work of alien enemies or agents thereof.”

Senate Passes Deficiency Bill. 
With only a few slight changes as the measure came 


from the House of Representatives the Senate passed - 


the first Deficiency Appropriation bill on Oct. 24, and 
it was sent to conference. Among the increases agreed 
to by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs was an 
additional $900,000 for ‘contingencies of the Army.” The 
Senate committee struck from the bill. the- provision for 
pertacing land at Fayetteville, N.C., and~ West Point, 

y., for target ranges and also the provision giving the 
Government, through the War .Department, the right to 
acquire lands for hospital purposes. 

One of the provisions in the “first deficiency appropri- 
ation” bill which was presented to the House of Repre- 
senatives by Mr. Shirley on Oct: 16 reads that out of 
the “pay of the Army” the appropriation shall be avail- 
able to pay 1,289 field clerks at the rate of $1,200 per 
annum, the minimum or entrance rate fixed by the Army 
Appropriation Act approved July 9, 1918, instead of at 
$1, r annum, the rate appropriated in the said 
act.” Oct. 17 Mr. Chamberlain introduced in the 
Senate a bill (S. 4992) providing “that Army field 
clerks and field clerks, Q.M.C., shall receive rations in 
kind, provided that ‘where it is not practicable to furnish 
thenmr rations that they shall be paid one dollar per diem 
in lieu thereof.”

ACCOMPLISHMENTS BY THE U.S. NAYY. 

Additional facts contained in the interesting address 
made in the House of Representatives on Oct..14 by 
Congressman Lemuel P. Padgett, chairman of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, on the remarkable war ac- 
complishments of the Navy during the present war, 
whith appeared in the Army AND Navy Journat of 
Oct. 19 (page 256), are here presented. Referring to 
the large increase in the Navy since the declaration of 
war against Germany by the United States the follow- 
ing vessels have been contracted for or ordered built at 
Navy yards: Destroyers, 253; submarines, 58; mine 
sweepers, 54; sea-going tugs, 27; harbor tugs, 46; fab- 
ricated patrol vessels, 112; submarine chasers, 447. 
Some of these may be turned over to our Allies. Since 
the declaration of war the following number of vessels 


have been actually added to the Navy: Battleships, 2; 
destroyers, 30; submarines, 25; mine sweepers, 12; sup- 
ply ship, 1; transport, 1; sea-going tugs, 2, and sub- 
marine chasers. (including 100 for the Allies), 405, 

In addition to the above thirty-six interned German 
ships have. been repaired and fitted for service. About 
1,000 privately owned vessels, including eighty-three 
Dutch ships. have been purchased or chartered and have 
been or are being fitted for naval use, while orders are 
out to commission 112 more when they have been com- 
pleted. About 107 vessels have been turned over to the 
Navy by other Government departments. Of these about 
70 have been put into the naval service proper, includ- 
ing off-shore and patrol work, troop transport duty, 
fleet fueling or provisioning, hospital and other service, 
and about 300 have been put into naval overseas trans- 
portation service. Referring to the subject of gas masks, 
Congressman Padgett said that because of the restricted 

es on board ship the knapsack type of gas mask 
used in the Army cannot be used on shipboard. The 
Navy Department, however, has developed a gas mask 
of a superior type and has issued several thousand 
masks to the Service. At present work is progressing 
rapidly on an order of several hundred thousand gas 
masks for the naval personnel. 

The Navy Department has a building program of ap- 
proximately 1,000 small pulling and power boats for its 
own vessels. In addition to boats fer naval use proper 
there are now under way 6,000 boats to be issued to 
vessels building by the Emergency Fleet Corporation 
and turned over to the Navy Department to operate. 
All American naval vessels, the Congressman continued, 
operating in the war zone are equipped with boat or 
life raft capacity sufficient for every person on board. 
The Navy has also obtained large numbers of life pre- 
servers of an improved type and is issuing them to ves- 
sels in such number as to provide one for each officer 
and man on board. The Navy has also arranged for 
the installation on all naval vessels of mine-sweeping 
appliances. These appliances hre being produced in 
large quantities and vessels, both naval and commercial, 
are being equipped most expeditiously. There is al- 
ready at least one definitely established instance, he de- 
clared, of the saving of a large United States battleship 
as a result of the installation of this type of protective 
device. In close co-operation with the Emergency Fieet 
Corporation vessels building for the curporation are 
also being fitted with this device. 

Numerous experiments have been carried out by the 
Navy Department in connection with the protective 
camouflage painting of vessels, and a definite system of 
camouflage has been adopted. At present, in active co- 
operation with the Emergency Fleet Corporation, all 
vessels entering the war zone are camouflaged. The 
Navy.

t size per month. It is expected that it will 
eventually reach a capacity of ninety-five seaplanes of 
the largest size each month. Naval training camps 
varying in capacity from 500 to 50,000 men have been 
built at various -points throughout the country. The 
largest of all is that at Great Lakes, IIl., where the 
number of men last mentioned are undergoing training. 

When war began the Medical Corps of the Navy con- 
sisted of about 300 commissioned officers. To-day there 
are that many Navy medical officers on duty in BPuro- 
pean waters or ashore in foreign countries, and the en- 
tire corps consists of 3,000 officers, all of whom are 
actually required for the present need of the Service, 
and even these would not suffice in the event of further 
expansion. The Dental Corps at the commencement of 
the war numbered thirty officers; it now has 5 and 
the demand for their services has not even been fully 
met. As in the case of the doctors, the dentists now 
serving abroad are numerically equal to the corps of 
two years ago. ‘The first commissioned officer of the 
Navy proper to die in battle, on the soil of France, was 
Dent. Surg. W. E. Osborne, who was fatally wounded 
while carrying a comrade from the field. He was post- 
humously awarded the Distinguished Service Cross by 
General Pershing, U.S.A. Ee 

The Navy (female) Nurse Corps comprises 1,128 wom- 
en, of whom. 269 are serving at our naval hospitals and 
dispensaries in England and France. The Navy has more 
than doubled, in fact, nearly trebled. our enrolment of 
female nurses for active service since last year. For 
the sick and injured overseas the Navy has a total hos- 
pital bed capacity, divided between England, Scotland, 
Ireland and France, of more than 3,000, of which 1,475 
are in France and the balance in the British Isles. 
There are in addition less elaborate and temporary ac- 
commodations in France for 400 patients at smaller sta- 
tions. 

The careful training of the United States Marine 
Corps recruits has been heightened by the rush of war, 
rather than weakened. Recently it was brought to the 
attention of the Navy Department that the 13th Regi- 
ment of Marines had achieved almost perfection in 
marksmanship, with ninety-five per cent. of its personnel 
qualifying on the range, ,and the ideal percentage of 
that personnel qualifying to scale. The ideal unit should 
possess one-seventh of its number in expert riflemen, 
two-sevenths in sharpshooters and four-sevenths in marks- 
men. This division is to be found almost to the man 
in the ninety-five per cent. of the 13th Regiment which 
qualified, declared Congressman Padgett. 

“Another thing which illustrates the careful training 
of the United States Marine,” he continued, “is the fact 
that since the fighting began in France and up ‘to Sept. 
21, 1918, thirty-seven officers and 942 men are reported 
dead; sixty-four officers and 1,927 men are reported 
wounded, but only eleven are known to be in the hands 
of the enemy. The Marines don’t surrender; they fight.”

THE AMERICAN NAVY’S WORK OVERSEAS. 

Assistant’ Secretary of the Navy Franklin D. Roose- 
velt,. who returned recently from an extended tour of 
the American naval bases and stations overseas, made 
public Oct. 21 a very interesting review of United States 
naval activities abroad. 

“The American people seem to have very little idea 
of the extent of our naval_activities abroad,” he said. 
“The tendency is to think merely of the convoying and 
patrol work our destroyers and other vessels are doing 
and the presence of our battleships with the British 
fieet. But important as this is it is only a part of our 
activities. There are dozens of other things of impor- 
tance of which little has been said. 

“Sir Eric Geddes was the first to speak of the north- 
ern mine barrage, one of the biggest things ever accom- 
plished in ordnance work. The plans for this were 
adopted a year ago and a number of plants in this coun- 
try were kept busy for months turning out material for 
it. Many thousand mines were manufactured and sent 
to England and we established on the British coast sev- 
eral American bases with mine layers and other vessels 
which were engaged in this work. At these bases we 
also maintain a large personnel to handle the mines and 
other equipment necessary. 

“We are building a pipe line clear across Scotland 
through which oil can be pumped from the west to the 
east coast, thus saving a tremendous length of haulage 
in supplying vessels in that quarter with fuel oil. 

“Qur operations on the British coast are fairly well 
known, but it is probably not generally realized that on 
the Continent we have a large personnel on shore, and 
have more stations in France than we have in the whole 
of England. On the west coast of France we have a 
series of bases for the repair and upkeep of escorting 
ehips, destroyers, sub-chasers, etc. We have been using 
the French facilities as far as possible, but in most 
fustances have hai to erect complete repair plants, so 
that facilities on the French coast are now more than 
@ouble what they were before we went there. 

“All the way from the Spanish border clear around 
to the English Channel we have established aviation 
stations so spaced that the entire coast line is covered 
by seaplanes and dirigibles. Nearly all these stations 
are located at out-of-the-way points, some placed on un- 
inhabited islands, others in fishing vessels on penin- 
sulas. Labor was almost impossible te obtain, so these 
stations were built almost entirely by our own sailors. 
At each station there is an average of from 200 to 300 
men. ‘This aviation force and our patrol vessels have 
been doing such splendid work that for the past six 
months there have been practically no sinkings within 
fifty miles of the French coast. We hope to extend the 
patrol zene to 100 miles, so that the submarines will be 
driven still further out, thereby increasing the difficulty 
in attacking vessels. We have on one of the lakes close 
to the coast a large aviation school for bombing prac- 
tice and the general training of aviators. At one point 
we have an immense assembly and repair base which 
employs over 5,000 men. 

“In northern France, in co-operation with the Brit- 
ish and the Belgians, we established what is known as 
the Northern Bombing Group, composed of a number 
of aviation units. This was organized originally for 
bombing submarine bases on the Belgian coast. It was 
in active operation all summer and did much to prevent 
the use of Zeebrugge and Ostend by the Germans. After 
the British had blockaded the entrance to those harbors 
Germans were prevented—from clearing the channel be- 
eause of the constant activity of these aviators, who 
daily and nightly dropped tons of explosives on the 
German submarine bases. 

“We haye a considerable naval force at Gibraltar 
which, acting in conjunction with the British, is not 
only patrolling the Atlantic in that vicinity but is also 

e in the Mediterranean, escorting vessels going to

and coming from Italy, Greece and Egypt. In Italy we 
have a flying school and several units on duty. In the 
Adriatic we have a large group of submarine chasers and 
other vessels at work. You know of the good work some 
of these did in the destruction of the Austrian naval 
base at Durazzo. They have been particularly active in 
mining operations and in the construction of the barrage 
across the Adriatic. : 

“In the Azores we have established a considerable 
base in conjunction with the Portuguese. An efficient 
patrol is maintained around the islands, and we have at 
the base repair facilities which are very useful for ves- 
sels touching at this convenient stepping stone on the 
way across the Atlantic. 

“We have a large number of naval hospital units 
abroad. There is a hospital at every base, and in Scot- 
land we have practically taken over an entire watering 
lace, whose hotels and bathhouses have been converted 
into immense hospitals. There we not only care for our 
own sick and casualties, but also those of the British in 
that vicinity. 

“There seems to be a very general misapprehension, in 
France as well as in this country, as to the part taken 
by our Navy in “transporting troops and supplies to 
France. Every troop transport that flies the United 
States flag is officered, manned and run by the United 
States Navy. Much the larger portion of Army supplies 
taken over in American vessels are in ships officered 
and manned by the Navy. We must give credit where 
credit is due, and we gratefully recognize the vital as- 
sistance that has been given us by the British navy in 
the transportation of troops. A large number of our 
troops have gone over in British ships, and a large 
amount of the escort work has also heen done hy British 
naval vessels.” 

The Assistant Secretary said, when asked about the 
prospects of overcoming the submarine menace: “Condi- 
tions have vastly improved from what they were last 
year and the situation is encouraging, but we cannot 
afford to let up in our activities for one single second. 
We must cover the entire territory of the European 
coast for the sake of general security, and be ready to 
combat the submarines in any quarter in which- they 
appear.” 

When questioned regarding the number of German 
submarines operating along the British and French 
coasts at any given time, Mr. Roosevelt said that the 
general impression is that there are seldom more than 
fifteen. “Of course this is only a small proportion of 
the U-boats the Germans possess, but it indicates the 
constant need of repair for the boats and rest for the 
crews, and shows the comparatively short time in which 
they can remain at sea for active operation,” he said. 

“In regard to the respect which U-boats have shown 
for international law you have but to ask any officer or 
man in our own or in the British or French navies. 
They will tell you of, and prove to you, great numbers 
of actual cases where the Hun has violated every rule 
and every principle of humanity.”

American Aviators Bring Down 18 German Machines. 

A smashing aerial blow was given the Germans north- 
west of Verdun on the night of Oct. 20 by an All- 
American bombing expedition, when eighteen enemy 
machines were brought down, while not a single Ameri- 
can machine was lost, according to a dispatch to the 
New York World. On Friday night a new system of 
preparation for attack was placed in operation whereby 
air forces are always subject to a call from the front, 
listeners reporting by wireless when the motor of a 
German machine is heard approaching the American 
lines. Immediately upon receiving the report Ameri- 
can searchlights begin sweeping the sky. The night pa- 
trols are at once ready to take the air. If the German 
machine is located by searchlight the American ma- 
chines attack. A prearranged signal is always given to 
the American searchlight force so that the fire of their 
own guns may not be directed against them. On the 
night of Oct. 20 five American machines started out 
looking for German machines. Nearly all of the vic- 
tories claimed have been officially confirmed. In the 
fight of the 20th American machines met several enemy 
formations, some of them consisting of thirty-five and 
forty planes each. Among the Americans who scored 
were Lieut. Cleveland McDermott, three; Lieut. Chester 
Wright, two; Lieut. Albert Weatherhead, Lieut. Wier 
Cook, sieut. Sumner Sewall, Lieut. Lowell Harding, 
Lieut. W. E. Goulding, Lieut. Clinton Jones, Lieut. 
Remington Vernon, Lieut. Dickinsén Este and Lieut. 
Charles Dolive, one each. Lieutenants Wright and Hard- 
ing got another enemy machine between them, while 
Capt. Charles Biddle, Lieut. William A. Stovall’ and 
Lieut. Walter Evers brought down another. Lieutenant 
McDermott’s machine was the only one forced to land. 
The first day of the Meuse-Argonne offensive nineteen 
German machines were brought down by American avia- 
tors, but sixteen of our machines were lost or damaged. 

Between Sept. 12, when the St. Mihiel drive began, 
and Oct. 19 U.S. Army flyers brought down 261 German 
planes, “according ‘to a press dispatch from France. 
These represent one-seventh of the total flying strength 
of the enemy from the Swiss border to the sea. 


Praise for Supply Service. 
General Pershing, U.S.A., commander-in-chief of the 


‘American Expeditionary Foree, sent_the following mes- 


sage recently to Major Gen. James G. Harbord, U.S.A., 
in command of the Service of Supplies, who is now over- 
seas: “I want the officers and men of the §.0.S. under 
your command to know how much the Army ap- 
preciates the prompt response to every for 
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men, equipment, supplies and transportation necessary 
to carry out the recent operations. Please extend to all 
our heartiest congratulations and say that they share 
the success with us.” 

Enlisted Men May Obtain Commissions. 

Tens of thousands of officers are to be commissioned 
within the next few months and at least several thou- 
sand of them are to come from the ranks of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Force, according to The Stars and 
Stripes of Oct. 4, which quotes as its authority Bulletin 
30, issued by the Commanding General, U.S.A., Service 
of Supplies. The general announced that a large num- 
ber of men in the Force have already demonstrated that 
they possess the materia) from which good officers are 
made, hence every effort is to be made to facilitate the 
giving of commissions to men who have shown their 
worth by actual service. Two pfocedures are open for 
those who wish to try for commissions in the combatant 
branches. One is to attend the three months’ course in 
the Army candidates’ school. Commissions in the S.O.S. 
branches will be awarded on the recommendation of a 
board of officers, after examination. Permanent boards 
for this branch are to be established as required. In 
the case of the Army Service Corps, an examining board 
has already convened at Blois. Any examining board 
may recommend that a candidate is fit for the service 
in another branch and should the candidate desire he 


will be permitted to apply for a commission in the ser- 
vice the board recommends. The Army Service Corps, 
just organized, consists of 1,500 officers and 100,000 
men. The new order interests many men of the A.E.F., 
who have felt they were handicapped because of the 
large number of officers commissioned in the United 
States in the specialized branches of the Army, in many 
cases newly commissioned officers from the States en- 
tering organizations in France which had long been 
working efficiently with enlisted men who possessed every 
qualification for a commission. 
Women's Overseas Corps to Sail Soon. 

The first contingent of the Women’s Overseas Corps, 
U.S.A., which is to be recruited up to 5,000, is to ar- 
rive in France within one month from the date men- 
tioned, according to The Stars and Stripes of Sept. 27. 
The organization is to be part of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force. The new corps consists of companies 
numbering fifty members each. They will be under mili- 
tary discipline and wear uniforms, although it is not 
intended that the discipline and general regulations will 
be as closely defined as in the case of the W.A.A.C. of 
the British army. It is expected that the W.O.C. will 
live in billets, probably special hotels, instead of in 
camps, as under the British plan, although this detail 
has not been decided. It is not expected, either, that 
they will march in formation or observe the formalities 
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of the salute. The uniform is black and tailored on sim- 
ple lines. The hat is black, broad-brimmed and un- 
trimmed. Miss E. L. Gunther, head of the Labor Burcau 
of the Service of Supplies, who is now in the United 
States, is arranging to take the first contingent to France. 
She was a secretary in the office of the commanding offi- 
cer of the first Plattsburg training school for officers.

WAR AND NAVY DEPTS. IN LIBERTY LOAN. 


With the close of the Fourth Liberty Loan campaign 
on Oct. 19, which extended over a period of only three 
weeks, ended the largest public loan offering in the his- 
tory of the world and the most successful experiment in 
Government war borrowing ever witnessed.. Particular 
emphasis is given to the loan in view of the fact that 
barely five months had passed before a similar subs«rip- 
tion in which $4,170,000 was paid in had been made by 
the people of the United States. This is proof sufficient 
of the effort and capacity of the public possible when 
the necessity arises. The subscriptions of both the off- 
cers, enlisted men and employees of the War and Navy 
Departments exceeded the expectations of those in 
charge of the campaign. While the exact totals for the 
War Department cannot be given at this time it is ex- 
pected that it will be in excess of $50,000,000. In 
Washington alone $14,341,000 was subseribed from the 
War Department. Out of the total of 40,496 people at- 





tached to the Department in Washington.there were 
34,313, or eighty-five per cent. who subscribed. The 


highest ratio of subscribers was in the Militia Bureau, 
where ninety-eight per cent. of the force subscribed. Of 
the 2,973 persons in the Burean of Aircraft Produc 
tion 2,884 or ninety-seven per cent. subseribed. Next 
in order came the Surgeon General’s Office with ninety- 
four per cent.; the Quartermaster General's Office and 
the Motor Transport Corps with ninety-three per cent. 
each, and the Insular Bureau with ninety-one per cent. 
In three divisions of the Bureau of Aircraft Production 
there were one hundred per cent. of subscribers, while 
in the estimates and requirements division of the ord- 


nance office, which has 576 people there were 571 sub- 
seribers or a percentage of ninety-nine. The largest 






-amount of subscriptions obtained in any office was se- 
cured by the office of the Chief of Staff, where 5,032 
people out of a total of 6,705 subscribed for $6,784,900 
worth of bonds. 

The Navy went “over the top” in its Liberty Loan 
drive for $40,000,000, which was $15,000,000 more than 
its self-imposed quota, and $38,000,000 more than it con- 
tributed to all of the other loans combined. Much of 
the credit for this excellent showing is due to the work 
of Rear Admiral T. J. Cowie, U.S.N., Paymaster Gen- 
eral. After the close of the campaign he sent a tele- 
graphic message to the men of the Navy congratulating 


them on the work they had done in connection with the 
loan, adding that “as the American Navy went over, so 
the Huns will surely go under.” 

The subscriptions for the Fourth Liberty Loan bonds 
from the Coast Guard amounted to $560,400, being 
double the sum subscribed to the Third Liberty Loan. 
No reports have yet been received from the Coast Guard 
ships in Europe nor the Bear, now on its way to San 
Francisco from Alaska. These subscriptions were re- 


ceived entirely from the Coast Guard service and repre- 
sent approximately about $80 a person in the Coast 
Guard. 
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ADMIRAL BENSON IN FRANCE. 

Admiral William S. Benson, 
Operations, together with Col. E. M. House, who, it is 
stated is representing President Wilson, have arrived 
in Paris, it was announced Oct. 25 in a press message 
from the French capital. They are there, it is explained, 
primarily for the purpose of taking part in the consid- 
eration of the important mattérs involved in Germany's 
proposal for an armistice. Admiral Benson, it was 
added, went upon the special request of Colonel House. 
He will become the ranking American Navy officer 
abroad, displacing Admiral Sims temporarily in this 
respect. It is said to be the desire of Colonel House to 
obtain full information on the naval problems involved 
in the granting of an armistice, and he intended to dis- 
cuss the question fully with Admiral Benson during the 
voyage to France. Just what is his official status is 
not explained.

Heattu or Our Troops at Home. 

The report of the Division of Sanitation of the War 
Department to the Acting Surgeon General of the Army 
for the week ending Oct. 18 shows a decided improve- 
ment in health conditions as compared with that of the 
week before.

Pneumonia admis- 
sions also show a marked decline. The number of new 
influenza cases, roughly speaking, last week, was one- 
half that of the week before.

Influenza, last week, 43,799; preceding week, 90,393; 
pneumonia, 11,013—17,882; measles, 38; menim- 
gitis, 110—45; venereal diseases, 2,411—2,125.

Launch of Destroyers and Mine Sweeper. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer Bagley, named for En- 
sign Worth Bagley, U.S.N., the first officer of the Navy 
killed in battle during the war with Spain, was launched 
at Newport News, Va., Oct. 19. Mrs. Adelaide Worth 
Bagley, mother of the late Ensign, christened the vessel.

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer Edwards, recently 
launched at Quincy, Mass., was named for Mdsn. Wil- 
liam W. Edwards, of Petersburg, Va., who was killed in 
action Aug. 14, 1813, while his ship, the Argus, was 
fighting the British sloop-of-war Pelican. 

The U.S. mine sweeper Partridge was launched at 
Chester, Pa., Oct. 15. The vessel was christened by 
Miss Caroline Hughes McKay, daughter of Commander 
McKay, U.S.N. The Partridge was more than eighty 
per cent. complete when she was launched. 


Lieutenant Isaacs Escapes German. Prison. 


The Navy Department has received a dispatch from 
Vice Admiral Sims stating that Lieut. Edward V. M. 
Isaacs, U.S.N., who was taken prisoner by the German 
submarine which sank the U.S:S. President Lincoln, 
escaped from the prison camp at Villenghen, Germany, 
and is now in Paris. The Lincolm was sunk on May 31 
about 500 miles from the French coast. After the ship 
was sunk the submarine went among the boats and 
rafts, searching for officers to take prisoner. Most of 
the officers had removed the insignia of their rank and 
therefore could not be identified. Lieutenant Isaacs 
had not done this, and was identified by his uniform 
and ordered aboard the U-boat. The next news heard 
from him was weeks later when he was reported, through 
the Red Cross, as being in the prison camp at Karisruhe, 
Germany. Not long ago a photograph was received, 
showing Lieutenant Isaacs, with several Army aviators, 
in that camp. Later he was removed to the prison 
camp at Villenghen, from which he escaped. The cir- 
cumstances of his escape and how he made his way to 
France have not been received. The survivors of the 
Lincoln were rescued by American destroyers which ar- 
rived hours after the vessel sunk. 


Enlisted Man Commended. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels has commended John 
W. Hill, machinist’s mate, first class (aviation) ,~U.S.N., 
for his presence of mind, promptness and daring in 
jumping overboard from a scaplane which was under 
tow but broke loose and which he saved by jumping 
overboard and securing it to a buoy.

J. L. G.—An officer who resigned from the Serviee is not 
entitled to wear the Spanish War ribbon and the Cuban Occu- 
pation ribbon, even though his service was such as to permit 
him to possess such decoration. Let him write to The Adjutant 
General for authority to purchase the badges to which his ree- 
ord of service may entitle him. 

W. P. H.—It is not possible to amswer your query regarding 
eommissions of remount officers without more definite statement. 
Apply to The Adjutant General, giving name of one or more of 
the officers’ names in which you are interested, or call at our 
office and consult the files. We have no record of the civil life 
activities of H. G. R. 

W. H.—See answer to “Pay of Higher Grade in War.” 

PAY OF HIGHER GRADE IN WAR.—In response to a re- 
quest of the Acting Quartermaster General for an opinion 
whether Sec. 7 of the Act of April 26, 1898, applies to the terri- 
torial limits of the United States, the Judge Advocate General 


holds that ‘‘the act is applicable within the limits of the United 
States to troops that are preparing for service abroad, but that 
it does not apply to troops whose permanent retention is con- 
templated within the territorial limits ef the United States for 
garrison duty, at coast defenses or border duty; that it does not 
apply to the garrison troops at Panama or the Philippine 


Islands.” Sec. 7, referred to, provides that: ‘In time of war 
every efficer serving with troops operating against an enemy who 
shall exercise, under assignment in orders issued by competent 
authority, a command above that pertainiing to his grade, shall 
be entitled to receive the pay and allowances of the grade ap- 
propriate to the command so exercised; provided, that a rate of 
pay exceeding that of a brigadier general shall not be paid in 
any case by reason of such assignment.” The Attorney Gen- 
eral in an opinion given out during the Spanish-American War 
held that “any troops assembled at camps in the United States 
for the prosecution of the war can properly be considered as 
operating against an enemy, although their present duty is con- 
fined to the ordinary routine of camp life.” 

E. C.—The paragraph on ‘“‘When the Anthem Is Played,” in 
our issue of Sept, 7, holds goed to-day. In uniform, cevered, 
salute at first note of the anthem, retaining the position of the 
salute until the last note of the anthem. In uniform and not 
covered merely stand at attention facing toward the music (ex- 
cept at retreat, when they shall face toward the flag). 

J. H. R.—The Reserve Corps officer who “desires to return 
to civil life at the earliest possible moment after peace is de- 
elared,”’ and ‘‘also would desire service in the U.S., as he he- 
lieves he would be of more value than with the A.E.F.,” might 
‘attain the first “desire’’ by resignation, effective at the discre- 
tion of the President. As te the second ‘‘desire’’—well, he 
should rather resolve to ‘‘carry on’’ to the best of his ability 
in the position in which he is placed. 

H. D. AND OLD SOLDIER.—See answer to Uniform. 

UNIFORM.—Retired enlisted men may wear the pattern of 
uniform prescribed at the date of their retirement, except that 
the insignia of corps, department or arm of Service will be 
omitted. ‘The uniform of retired officers will be, at their option, 
either the pattern prescribed for officers of corresponding rank 
in their corps, department or arm of Service at date of retire- 
ment, or the pattern that is at present or may hereafter be pre- 
scribed for officers on the active list, except that the two uni- 
forms shall not be mixed and officers below the grade of briga- 
dier general shall omit the insignia of corps, department or arm 
of Service. In the case of officers or men honorably discharged 
from the Service, Sec. 125 of the National Defense Act author- 
izes them to wear their uniform from place of discharge to 
home, within three months after date of discharge. Under an 
amendment of this contained in the Act of July 9, 1918, an 
enlisted man discharged or furloughed to the Reserve must 
within four months after termination ef his active service re- 
turn all uniform clothing which he was permitted to wear to his 
home, by mail under a franked label furnished for the purpose. 

F, C. C.—Count all your time in the Organized Militia and 
in the Federalized National Guard toward longevity as pay of 
officer in the National Army after July 9, 1918. 

Cc. D. G.—An officer ordered on field duty within the limits of 
the United States starts to draw commutation of quarters, heat 
and light from the next day after the day he leaves his perma- 
nent station. See page 1475, our issue of May 25, for the 
Comptroller's decision. 

A. W. J.—Since your company commander has declared his 
willingness to endorse your application for commission in some 
other branch of service than the ome you selected, why not seek 
to enter a branch for which you would be recommended? His 
endorsement of your application is a requisite. 

D. K.—To verify the information you have received as to the 
death of a chief petty officer in the Navy, ask the Bureau of 
Navigation, Navy Department. We have no information in the 
case, 

C. J. C.—The General Order to which you refer says: ‘“En- 
listed men can ne longer apply for transfers and officers will 
not request by name the transfer of enlisted men exeept for co- 
gent reasons. No reasons other than military will be consid- 
ered” cogent.”” Your simple desire to be “over there” is not a 
cogent Treason, whereas your physical condition and particular 
value for front line duty might be considered cogent. Speak to 
your 0.0. 5 

LONGEVITY PAY.—aAs we told ™ our issue of Oct. 5, the 
longevity paragraph of the Army Appropriation Act of July 9 
was designed only to retain the longevity credits earned by the 
National Guardsmen whe had been drafted into the United 
States Army and were later commissioned in the Reserve Corps 
or in the National Army. General Order No. 73 does not change 
the pay status of officers, and for Regular Army officers to obtain 
credit for previous National Guard service would require action 
by Congress. Bills for this purpose have been introduced. 

Cc, E. W.—Ask the Bureau of Navigation who your running 
mate is. Changes resulting from the absorption of the N.N.V. 
by the Reserve have not yet appeared in the Annual Register. 

J. L. C.—The pay of a lieutenant in the Naval Reserve Force 
is the same as in the Regular Navy. If he has had twenty 
years’ service he is entitled to ten per cent. extra for each five 
years, or forty per cent. te the base pay of lieutenant 
($2,400 shore, $2,640 sea), which would bring his pay to 
$3,360_shore or $3,696 at sea. Service in the Navy, Marine 
Corps, Naval Reserve Foree, Naval Militia, National Naval Vol- 
unteer or Marine Corps Reserve all counts toward longevity 
in the Naval Reserve Force. As te promotion and precedence, 
see this from the Naval Appropriation Act of July 1, 1918: 

“That no officer of any class of the Naval Reserve Force shall 
in time of peace be promoted above the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander, but in time of war or other national emergency officers 
of the Naval Reserve Force of and above the rank of lieutenant 
commander in active service shall be eligible for selection for 
promotion to the next higher grade or rank by the same board of 
officers that selects officers of the United States Navy for promo- 
tion to such higher ranks and grades, under the same rules and 
regulations as apply to the selection for promotion of officers of 
the United States Navy. The promotion of officers of the Naval 
Reserve Force below the rank of lieutenant commander shall at 
all times be in accordance with such regulations as the Secretary 
of the Navy may prescribe. That when on active duty officers 
of the Naval Reserve Force shall take precedence among themselves 
and with other officers of the Naval Service in their respective 
grades or ranks according to the dates of their commissions or 
provisional assignment of rank in the Naval Reserve Force: 
Provided, That all officers of the Naval Reserve Force of and 
above the rank of lieutenant commander shall rank with but 
after officers of the same rank or grade in the United States 
Navy, except that in time of war or other national emergency 
such officers of the Naval Reserve Force shall have a date of 
precedence with officers of the United States Navy as of the 
date of general mobilization, to be established by the Secretary 
of the Navy: Provided further, That during the present emer- 
gency the date of precedence of ~ officers of the Naval Reserve 
Force shall be as prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy.” 

E. D. M—The P. Murray referred to as on General Staff 
duty is Peter Murray, a colonel on the permanent list and a 
brigadier general for the emergency.
